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Introduction 


“Jimmy Hoffa Is Missing” 

This was the main headline that appeared on the front page 
of The Detroit Free Press-Metro Edition on August 1, 1975. It 
was the first announcement of the disappearance of James Riddle 
Hoffa two days after he vanished from The Machus Red Fox 
Restaurant in Bloomfield Township, Michigan. Jimmy Hoffa was 
President of the Teamsters Union in Detroit from 1957 to 1971. 
Everyone knew who he was. A large percentage of Detroit’s 
workers were likely members of the labor unions, and Jimmy 


Hoffa was the man in charge, so this was stunning news. 


‘The Gap’ (2:30-3:30 pm) 

This was the 60-Minute Gap in time that Chuckie O’Brien’s 
alibi could never seem to fill. The FBI was inundated with 
hundreds, if not thousands of leads and sightings of Jimmy Hoffa. 
The witnesses were few, and they narrowed the suspects down to 
a single individual, Charles Lenton ‘Chuckie’ O’Brien. What he 
had to say to the FBI when they interviewed him on two 
occasions was all-important in trying to understand the events 
surrounding Hoffa that Wednesday afternoon on July 30, 1975. 

But his alibis were scattered and difficult to pin down. They 
zeroed in on a 60-minute time period, which I call ‘The Gap.’ 
Where was Chuckie O’Brien from 2:30 to 3:30 pm? That would be 
the major thrust of their ensuing investigation that would never be 


resolved. 
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*Last Seen Outside Restaurant" 

This was the tagline printed above the main headline. Several 
people identified Jimmy Hoffa at the Machus Red Fox restaurant 
during the 2:00-2:45 pm time frame. Two men shook Hoffa's 
hand; another saw him making phone calls at a neatby pay-phone 
outside of Dammon Hardware. Others recognized Jimmy Hoffa 
as he sat just behind the driver in the maroon-colored Mercury. 
Three other men were in the car with him as the Mercury was 
idling in the side driveway, getting ready to leave. 

The last known sighting of Jimmy Hoffa was around 2:30 pm 
by the driver of a delivery truck who was entering the same 
driveway as the Mercury was pulling out. He saw it turn right onto 
Telegraph Road and head south. Nobody else has come forward 
to offer any fresh evidence about what happened next. Where did 
the Mercury go from there with Jimmy Hoffa seated in the back 
seat? Since 1975 the question has remained unanswered. 


That is-Until Now! 


The Cover Photos: 

The two photos I chose for the cover are of a maroon 1975 
Mercury Marquis Brougham sedan. This is not the actual vehicle 
but is identical to the model car that Joey Giacalone loaned to 
Chuckie O’Brien. O’Brien admits that he drove the car all day 
long. He admits he even drove in the ‘vicinity’ of The Red Fox at 
about the same time Hoffa went missing at 2:30 pm. But insisted 


Jimmy Hoffa was not in the car with him. 
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The photograph of the rear seat depicts where Jimmy Hoffa 


was last seen alive as he sat in the back of the 1975 Mercury 
Marquis Brougham. It was going from The Red Fox to a 
destination unknown. “Last Seen Outside Restaurant" would be a 


statement repeated for the next forty-five years. 


Where's Jimmy Hoffa? 

The eyewitness statements within these pages will account for 
and answer that very question. This book will enhance what was 
known with added facts from direct eyewitnesses that observed 
the Mercury as it was leaving the Red Fox. They would drive side 
by side with the car for the next several miles and watched as it 


arrived at its next stop.

Prologue 
The Long-Held Family Secret 


The story I am about to reveal within these pages was not told to 
the police back in 1975 when it happened. But for a good reason. I will 
explain that part of the story. But to be fair to the eyewitnesses, you 
might hold back on the condemning question that automatically comes 
to the tip of the tongue: “Why didn't they go to the police?" I might 
pose that same question to the reader. The events my parents, 
Kenneth and Frances Tubman saw, took them by surprise. It was a 
warm summer Wednesday afternoon as they were on the way to their 
daughter's house to enjoy a family camp out for two nights together. 

They lived in the same town as the Machus Red Fox, which was 
Bloomfield Township, Michigan. Their usual route of travel was from 
their rented townhome, which was on Woodward Avenue just north of 
15-mile/Maple Road. They would travel down Woodward to Maple, 
turn right and once they reached Telegraph Road, turn left and 
continue south on Hwy. 24 to Michigan Avenue. From there, it was 
one mote right turn and a short distance over to Westland, where my 
sister lived. It is about a 1-hour 20-minute drive on a Wednesday with 
light traffic. 

I will supply many details in the upcoming chapters, but РЇЇ 
summarize to set the stage. To those familiar with the abduction of 
Jimmy Hoffa, you already know that at the intersection of Maple and 
Telegraph was a high-end restaurant called “The Machus Red Fox." 
The reason Jimmy Hoffa was there on July 30, 1975, was because he 


was eager to regain the head of the Teamsters union. He needed the 
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support of arch-rival Tony Provenzano to clear the way for him to run. 


Hoffa was to meet with Tony Provenzano, from New Jersey, Tony 
Giacalone from Detroit, and Leonard Schultz, who owned the 
Southfield Athletic Club in Southfield. Schultz was integral to the 
discussions about to take place with Hoffa at 2:00 pm that afternoon. 

The Red Fox was only a place to rendezvous, not the actual 
meeting place, as Jimmy Hoffa did not dress in a coat and tie, which 
was the Red Fox dress code required in order to be seated inside. 
Hoffa arrived at 2:00, right on time, but the others were late. They did 
not show up at all. Provenzano was supposedly playing cards in the 
union hall in New Jersey at the same time as the scheduled meeting. 
Meanwhile, Tony Giacalone was busy checking his watch for the 
correct time with people all day long at the Southfield Athletic Club 
(Leonard Schultz’s business). 

James Riddle Hoffa had a “Type-A’ personality, personified. 
Promptness was a requirement of his, so when the others did not 
appear for the meeting, it incensed him. He paced the parking lot then 
went inside The Red Fox looking for his meeting partners and spoke 
to a server and the hostess. Then he went outside again and scanned 
the parking lot. He walked a short distance behind the restaurant to 
Dammon Hardware, where there was a pay phone mounted on one of 
the posts, and made two phone calls. The first was to his wife, 
Josephine, at 2:15 pm (confirmed). He was upset about the no-shows 
and told her he was going to come home and cook the steaks, as he 


had promised before leaving home earlier. 
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Then he immediately made a second call to Louis Linteau at 


Airport Service Lines. Two men, one a Real Estate agent, introduced 
themselves and shook Hoffa's hand when they recognized him. Hoffa 
chatted with them briefly. During the conversation, Hoffa made 
mentioned his wife, Josephine, and het upcoming cataract surgety. A 
topic that was not public knowledge, and only Jimmy Hoffa himself 
could have described to them. 

It was about 2:30 pm when the maroon Mercury Marquis had 
arrived and was seen by a witness as it idled in the driveway on the 
southeast corner of the strip center, next to the Red Fox. Hoffa was 
seen getting into the vehicle where three other men were already 
seated. Witnesses said there were two men in the front and Hoffa and 
another man in the rear seat, directly behind the driver. 

The Mercury idled briefly, then as the maroon car began to leave, 
a delivery truck was entering the same driveway. The Mercury had 
veeted towards him and forced him to hit the brakes as it almost 
collided with the delivery truck. The car then turned right and headed 
south onto Telegraph Road, never to be seen again. 

Thus, the newspaper tagline, “Last Seen Outside Restaurant.” If it 
were not for the gruesome fate of Jimmy Hoffa that day, it's like the 
Mercury just rode off into the sunset, like the ending to a novel. That is 
where the statement has remained and has baffled the authorities and 
investigators for the past forty-five years. The main focal point of the 
investigation has always been centered around when Hoffa first arrived 


at the Machus Red Fox, and when people saw him last. 
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‘The Сар? is the critical 60-minute time period when Jimmy Hoffa 


was abducted from the Red Fox that Wednesday, July 30, 1975, and 
where he was taken afterward. The 1-hour period between 2:30 and 


3:30 pm needed answers that nobody was able or willing to give them. 


What if I could convince you there is more information, and 
that’s not all there is? 

Nobody has since come forward with any other information about 
where the Mercury went to next. The authorities had suspects and 
witnesses but were never able to piece together the bits and pieces of 
information gathered from them. So, the last known clue was the 
moment when the 1975 Mercury left from the Red Fox. The car veers 
out of the driveway. All of the witnesses agreed that the time was 2:30 
pm when they saw Jimmy Hoffa seated in the back as it exited the 
driveway and turned right onto Telegraph (Hwy-24). 

Telegraph Road was the most traveled route connecting Detroit to 
the Northwest suburbs around Southfield, Pontiac, and many of the 
small lakes up in that area. There are a couple of freeways that 
crisscross Hwy-24 within a few short miles as you head south from 
The Red Fox at 15-Mile and Telegraph. The FBI had way too many 
possibilities to consider when trying to pick up the trail from that point 
on. Unfortunately, “Last seen outside restaurant" only pointed them to 
southbound Telegraph Road, and that's all they knew for sure. 

The top street map image shows the side driveway of the Red Fox 
Restaurant. It forces vehicles to only make a right turn onto Telegraph. 
There is a grassy center divider between the four lanes heading in each 
direction, with turnouts and traffic signals spread along the roadway 


leading toward Detroit from Maple Road in Bloomfield Township. 
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The maroon-colored Mercury in the photograph represents a vety 


distinct type of vehicle. It was unmistakably described by the many 
witnesses that day. The spacious rear seat image shows that there 15 
enough room for two big men on the seat with plenty of room on the 
floor. I contend that the floor area was occupied by Jimmy Hoffa 


immediately after the vehicle departed. 


The ‘Long-held family secret’ begins as the Mercury veers out 
from the Red Fox. 

My mother and father (Ken and Frances) were invited to join my 
sister and her family for a 2-night campout at Pinkney Lake from 
Wednesday, July 30 to Friday, August 1, 1975. I was living with my 
parents at the time to conserve money for my upcoming move to the 
West Coast in early 1976. They rented a 2-story townhome in 
Bloomfield Township at Bloomfield Terrace on Woodward Avenue. I 
didn’t join the family for the camping trip that day, so I was not with 
them in the car. ГЇЇ summarize for brevity and provide full details later 
on. As I mentioned, the usual route took them right by The Machus 
Red Fox. They left their home close to 2:15 pm, and that put them at 
the intersection of Telegraph and 15-Mile roads at the precise moment 
the Mercury ‘veered’ out from the driveway of the Red Fox Restaurant. 
Note that 2:15 was the time of Jimmy Hoffa’s call to Josephine. That 
would mean the Tubmans left home during the call to his wife. 

The Tubman car was in the far-left lane going southbound on 
Telegraph Road (Hwy-24), passing the Red Fox Restaurant. The 
Mercury’s erratic movement, veering out of the driveway, catches the 
eye of Frances, who sat in the passenger seat as Ken drove their car. 
Frances described it as a big maroon luxury car like a Continental. She 


didn’t know car models, so anything big and boxy would look like a 
1-Prologue/ Family Secret 
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“Lincoln” to her. She learned the model later. Incidentally, it turns out 


that year model Mercury and Lincoln were almost identical in body 
style and shape. 

The Mercury pulled up tightly behind the Tubman’s car and 
followed for a few moments. Then it pulled up right alongside in the 
next lane, and the two vehicles drove just a few feet apart and even 
with each other at the same rate of speed for the next several minutes. 
Frances and the driver of the Mercury exchanged stares, and then 
Frances notices a lot of commotion in the rear seat. Two big men were 
busy, violently struggling with something beneath their feet. 'Their 
knees were pushed high into their chests. Ken recognizes the driver 
and tells Frances, “Quit looking at them, Frances! That's the Mafia.” 
She describes to him why she was looking so intently and what she is 
seeing going on in the other car, but Ken is emphatic and tells her, 
“Turn around! Do you want to end up in the Detroit River?" 

The Mercury fell back briefly, then came up side by side a second 
time. It was a replay from moments before. The driver of the Mercury 
and my mother are having a full-blown staring contest, and the two 
men are still frantically fighting with something on the floorboard. I 
think once Ken mentioned, “That’s the mafia,” it made mom look 
even closer. She had no idea who the driver was at that time, but once 
she knew he was part of the Mafia, her curiosity took over. Then she 
had several minutes to study him carefully. My father knew who the 
driver was already, he was a well-known mob figure in Detroit and a 
likely visitor to Darby’s restaurant. 

The two cars continued on another mile or so until Ken started to 
feel uneasy. He wondered why this guy was so interested in them, and 
mom was making him feel all the more anxious. So, he slowed down 
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and let the Mercury go up ahead a bit, to create some distance between 


them. The Mercury then sped ahead of them and turned into a well- 
known restaurant up ahead. Ken knew the restaurant intimately as he 
had been a restaurant manager in the Detroit area since we moved 
there in 1960. The Mercury turned into the very place dad was hired to 
manage the year before in 1974. However, when he discovered it was 
owned by the mob the day before he was to start working there, he 
turned the job down. He took eatly retirement and didn't work again 
after that. 

Ken and Frances slowed down enough to see the Mercury come 
to a complete stop behind the other restaurant. It parked behind the 
tight rear corner of the building, with about 2/3 of the car length 
exposed beyond the building. So, the car was recognizable to the 
Tubmans as being the same car that followed them. There were other 
significant things observed by the Tubmans. When you read about it, 
you will have a clearer vision of the fate of Jimmy Hoffa. They did not 
see Jimmy Hoffa in the vehicle. But judging from the activity and 
violent movements of the men in the rear seat, they were fiercely 
struggling to keep something or someone from getting up from the 
floor. 

My parents did not fully comprehend what they had seen. They 
felt uneasy, but they did not connect whatever was on the floorboard 
of the car with anything that made them feel threatened or in danger of 
any sort. So, they continued on their way to my sister’s house. They 
chatted about it the rest of the way to my sister’s house and a little 
when they got there. But they just couldn’t fill in the blanks or figure 
out the reasons for it. The family camped on Wednesday and Thursday 
then headed back home on Friday, August 1, 1975. 
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Before we get into all the other details, I want the reader to do 


something, so the story comes from the same perspective as the 
eyewitnesses, Ken and Frances. First, I want you to shelve all the 
conclusions you have already formed about what happened next. There 
have been books, movies, blogs, and folklore over the last 45-years. 
Everyone is bound to already have some form of foregone conclusion 
about the fate of Jimmy Hoffa they have settled on. 

Secondly, you must decide from the start that you will believe what 
the Tubmans have to tell you. Don't worry. Once you have completed the 
book, you can dust off the old foregone conclusions and start back up right 
where you left off. However, I am sure you will see things quite differently 
by the end of this book. 

A bonus to the book is a home video I had the foresight to create back 
in 2009 before my mother, Frances, passed away in 2011. After you've 
read about the testimony, you will have the unique opportunity to see her 
and hear her retell it in her very own words. She was 92 years old at that 
time, but as you will see, she vividly recalled the things she and my father 
saw in 1975. The link is provided in Chapter 6. Please hold off viewing it 
until you arrive there in the book. 

I purposefully arranged the events, so the information is delivered in 
the same sequence as when it was revealed to Ken and Frances and myself. 
The intentional sequencing develops your viewpoint in the same way as 
our perspective was formed. You have learned more about the Tubmans as 
you progress through the book. By the time you arrive at the home-video 
on page 51, you will be able to fully sense Frances’ sincerity and genuine 
nature. Then, you are also able to decide if she did an excellent job of 
recalling the details accurately with the home-video. 

Iam in the unique position of being the son of two eyewitnesses, and 
I was present at the moment Ken and Frances heard the news when it was 


initially broadcast. I watched their eyes and saw the fear in their faces. I 
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heard it in their voices as they spoke when telling me everything they saw. 


It proved that what they were telling me was authentic. You have my 
word. It was beyond their character to make any part of it up. These are the 
two witnesses the FBI had only hoped for but didn't know existed. Perhaps 


it would have made a difference. Perhaps not. 


The Hoffa family still doesn’t have the answers to what really 
happened to their father. 

I have dedicated the book to the Hoffa family. I don't believe we ever 
have ‘closure’ when someone close to us dies. Sometimes it matters how 
they died, but the memories live on. But when the death is at the hands of 
another, we must find justice. If nobody becomes accountable, then all we 
have left are the answers and reasons to settle on. These new facts I 
present will not quell the emptiness but offer just a few solutions to open 
questions. Hopefully, those few questions will be put to rest. 

I best introduce the two eyewitnesses, so you may see everything 
through their eyes. Ken and Frances were terrific parents. Everyone knew 
them as very kind-hearted and caring individuals. Frances was a Virginia 
girl, and Ken was from Boston, making him a *Yankee.' Somewhat 
different from James R. Hoffa, who was a mid-westerner from the 
industrial north. However, there were similarities between my father and 
Hoffa. Since Jimmy was born in Brazil, Indiana, on Feb 14, 1913, he and 
my dad were only eight months apart. Ken was born on Jun 13, 1912, in 
Boston, Massachusetts. 

Both men earned the right to carry the label *The Greatest 
Generation.' Just consider what their families endured while growing up at 
the beginning of the twentieth century. There was the Spanish Flu 
epidemic of 1918, the Roaring 20s, World War I, and the Great Depression 


of the 30s, another World War in the 40s. It is no wonder that the men and 
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women of that generation would be strong. They were quite capable of 


enduring most anything that came their way, survivalists of their time. 

The life paths of Jimmy Hoffa and my father, Ken Tubman, would 
cross over on at least a few occasions in their lives. Perhaps it was merely 
coincidental. I believe it was that Ken Tubman came to know a lot about 
Jimmy Hoffa, but I doubt whether Mr. Hoffa ever knew who Ken Tubman 
was. They would never become friends and were not in the same social 
circles. They may have never even had a conversation between them. Yet, 
during their lifetimes, I can mention three times they both were in the same 


place at the same time. 
-The first-time paths crossed was in 1957. 
-The next would be in the 1960s and 70s, in Detroit. 


-The final crossing was when Jimmy Hoffa and Ken Tubman 
would be within feet of each other. That was on that fateful afternoon of 
Jul 30, 1975. Jimmy Hoffa and my father were both in Miami Beach, 
Florida, in the year 1957. Jimmy Hoffa was about to become president of 
the Teamsters for the first time, and he gave his campaign acceptance 
speech during the convention at one of the Miami Beach hotels. My father, 
Ken, worked in one hotel nearby, as his passion for life was the hotel and 
restaurant business. During the time of the convention, he was the general 
manager of the Balmoral Hotel in Miami. All the big hotels were clustered 
up and down the Sunset Strip in Miami Beach. With a busy Teamsters 
convention in town, every hotel on the strip would bustle with convention- 
goers. That included hordes of news reporters. Jimmy Hoffa was big-time 
news for two reasons: He was about to succeed Dave Beck as union 
president, and criminal charges were being leveled by Robert Kennedy. 
Members of the McLellan commission were hounding Hoffa and the 
union. Although they were aggressively going after organized crime, 
Jimmy Hoffa was the primary character. Charges were pending, but he 
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was later acquitted of those charges. This was undoubtedly when my dad 


would have first learned who Jimmy Hoffa was. Who knows, they may 
have even been in the same dining room together during the convention. 
Their paths were likely to have crossed in Miami, Florida, in 1957. The 
unions were very prevalent in Miami, and it always pitted ‘the employee’ 
against ‘the management.’ Ken was part of the management. Miami Beach 
remained one of the busiest convention towns in the 1950s. Jobs were 
abundant, so the situation seemed perfect for my dad. 

However, in February 1959, Fidel Castro became the new President 
of Cuba through a revolutionary takeover. As he took the helm, he booted 
the Mob off the island. They were not only referred to as ‘The Mafia,’ but 
‘LCN’ or ‘La Cosa Nostra,’ the ‘Mob’ or just ‘organized crime.’ The Mob 
had moved some of their criminal activities over to Havana. It was only 90 
miles away, so they set up shop over in Cuba to ease the pressure they 
were getting in the US. Unfortunately, their presence would be short-lived. 
Once Castro took control, he purged the island of the societal miscreants, 
which he felt were poisoning the Cuban society. He expelled large 
segments of the population, which included the Mafia. That didn’t sit well 
with the Mob. They would stand to lose tens of millions from the 
expulsion from Havana and Cuba. 

Meanwhile, the US Government was desperate to figure out how to 
remove Castro as a bad actor so close to Florida. Well, it’s been said that 
“The enemy of my enemy is my friend.” Both the CIA and the Mob hated 
to have Castro in charge in Cuba and secretly tried to make joint plans for 
his assassination. But the individuals who the Mafia had selected for the 
hit eventually chickened out, and it failed miserably. Castro was sending 
former prisoners, patients from the mental hospitals (called ‘institutions’ 
back then), and others over to Miami. Many others fled in boats all on their 
own to Miami Beach in search of US amnesty. That influx of jobless 


people soaked up all the hospitality jobs in the area. That made wages 
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competitive, and the salaries sunk so low that even the hospitality 


managers had a hard time demanding adequate wages to live on. My father 
was no exception, and we eventually left Miami and moved up to ‘The 
Motor City,' where jobs and the economy were humming because of the 
growing automotive industry. Now we are right in Jimmy Hoffa's 
backyard. *The Automotive Capital of the World." It took years to learn 


how to blend in with the industrial Midwest. That was true for all of us. 
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“I may have my faults, but being wrong ain't one of them." 
-Jimmy Hoffa

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CHAPTER 2 
Detroit, Michigan 
The Майа ¢ The Restaurant Business 


The paths of Jimmy Hoffa and my father, Ken Tubman, 
crossed again during the 1960s. 

That was a period when fear and intimidation ran amok in 
Detroit. The mafia exploited its reputation of violence, and that 
enabled organized crime to keep its foothold in Detroit and to 
convince people that the Mob meant what it said. It was a 
reputation that everyone knew who lived and worked around 
Detroit during the 1960s and 70s. The Mafia had a penchant for 
using violence. It was casual to them, and they considered it as just 
‘business as usual.’ Mostly, the reputation that preceded them was 
powerful enough to steer any business owner or manager toward 
making the ‘right decision’ in the Mob’s favor. 

Some people looked up to the Mafia lifestyle. Much like it 
was with Bonnie and Clyde, Jesse James, and other notorious 
outlaws in the early twentieth century. To the naive, those who 
associated with the criminal lifestyle were considered folk heroes. 
It seemed kind of exciting and alluring. The money, the new cars, 
the girls. It all seemed inviting to see their “flashy lifestyle.’ This 
ideology confused people, and they perceived organized crime as 
being a kind of Robin Hood-of the Hood. 

The restaurant business was one business sector that was 
heavily influenced by the Mafia. You got your paycheck from your 


union job, then you would go out to the restaurants and lounges 
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to celebrate your hard work on payday. The Mob took full 


advantage of that. It was rough for Detroit area restaurants. They 
had to work within the parameters that the Mob set forth. At the 
same time, they worked their businesses at a distance, trying to eke 
out a profit from a lean balance sheet. Because restaurants 
depended on so many companies in their daily course of business, 
it was close to impossible to avoid having contact with organized 
crime. They had to use food suppliers, linen companies, produce 
and beverage suppliers, and all the other services, including the 
garbage companies. Many of these suppliers were owned or 
influenced by these notorious organized crime figures. 

Ken's line of wotk his entire life was restaurant management, 
so he was in the thick of it when he restarted his restaurant career 
in Detroit. As a restaurant manager, he had to keep the employees 
satisfied enough that they didn't feel they needed to join the 
union. I recall him often complaining about how the unions were 
trying to coerce his employees to join up. On the other end of the 
spectrum, there were the various restaurant vendors he used. 
Many were under pressure, and some were owned and controlled 
by the Mob. He was always a target in between the two sides. He 


was ‘the management.’ 


Darby’s Restaurant and The Purple Gang- 

Since moving to Detroit in 1960, my father settled right in 
and doing what he had always done since he got out of the Army 
after World War II. Before he enlisted in the war, he was a meat 
cutter in a market in Boston. While in the Army, his assigned 


duties were to manage all the procurement and food preparation 
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in the Officers' Club and mess hall. This was the experience that 


catapulted him from butcher to manager for the rest of his life. He 
was an excellent manager for some very prestigious restaurants 
and hotels along the way. 

"Ihe 2400’ was a first-class hotel in Washington, DC, during 
the early 1950s. It was just down the block from 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue, aka: “The White House.’ I was born in 
nearby Baltimore in 1951, and our family of five lived in a master 
suite inside the hotel. With three children, my brother Kenny, my 
sister, Helen, and myself, Ken kept looking for better-paying jobs, 
so we moved around some. 

Coming to Detroit was like starting all over again. As soon as 
we arrived, Ken was eager to get back to work, but all he could 
find was an ad for a waiter at Darby's Restaurant on 7 Mile Road 
and Wyoming, on the northwest side of Detroit. ‘Darby’s’ was a 
trendy Jewish Style Restaurant and Kosher Deli that catered to a 
Jewish clientele. Dad got the waiter's job and began working there. 
Кеп had always been a fantastic talker and sold himself well. He 
was a Bostonian gentleman, so his casual manner was quite 
likable. Within a week after they hired him as a waiter, his boss, 
Sam Boesky, saw there was mote to him and made him general 
manager of Darby's. Ken would hold that position for the next 
eight years until 1968 

Darby's was one of Detroit's foremost dining places. It 
wasn't just a deli, as it started out in the mid-fifties, it was an 
experience. It skyrocketed in popularity during the 1960s. Ken 
helped tremendously in building it into a favorite for all walks, 


which included the Mafia. It had a Skylight Lounge with live piano 
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music, its own bakery, with 120 employees on staff, and could seat 
475 people at once, serving up to 5,000 guests per day. Ken 
Tubman was no slouch, and Sam Boesky relished the business it 
brought in to Darby’s. 

Over time, dad became more and mote familiar with all the 
clientele. He started meeting some friends of Sam Boesky, who 
often came into Darby's for dinner. He had heard little about the 
‘Jewish Mafia’ before. We were not from Detroit, but Ken was 
astute and caught on quickly about Darby's, the Purple Gang, and 
the Boesky brothers having some mutual affiliation in Detroit in 
the past. Dad always figured it was none of his business about the 
personal lives of other people. So, he didn't stick his nose into 
Sam's personal matters, and Ken enjoyed his regular paycheck and 
fulfilled his passion for the restaurant business. 

Part of my father's job as the general manager was to 
negotiate the best deals from the vendors, select the best quality 
food items, and schedule the employees. His presence was to be 
out in the dining room to oversee the waiters and bussers and also 
greet each guest and then seat them at their table. He always made 
a point of learning who the regulars were and their names. 
Especially if they were friends of Sam's. If someone was especially 
important, my father would make it his responsibility to know 
them by name. He would use it often and treat them exceptionally 
well. He would seat them, then go into the kitchen and hand- 
deliver the order to the chef. 

If a dining guest had some particular preferences about their 
food order, Ken would advise the chef: *so and so" was in the 


dining room, and here's what they would like. My father used to 
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tell me, “You may get a hundred compliments, but that one 
complaint can ruin your entire day." Every so often, I have 
applied that to my performance. Sam Boesky genuinely cared for 
my dad. He made my father an honorary Rabbi, so he could bless 
the food as 'Kosher,' making it OK for consumption for the 
Jewish guests. Well, in full disclosure, Mr. Boesky may have done 
that for the convenience, not necessarily just because he 
appreciated my father. But Ken felt honored just the same and 
cartied his yarmulke in his coat pocket. It was the eight years of 
Kosher food preparation that landed Ken a job offering (1974) 
when he needed it most. 

After a few years, Sam Boesky was upgrading from his old саг 
to a newer model and asked dad if he would like to buy his 1959 
Lincoln Continental Mark IV. He would give him an exceptional 
deal and let him make payments from his paycheck. Dad's car was 
looking shabby, so he jumped at the chance to drive such a nice 
newer car. It was all black and had white leather upholstery with 
all power seats and windows. Ken always preferred the feel of 
driving a big roomy car. If I remember correctly, it was 
somewhere around 1967, so it wasn't even ten years old yet. 

About a week before Ken took ownership of his Lincoln 
Continental Mark IV from Mr. Boesky, he was doing what he was 
best at. He was negotiating the best deal from one of his juice 
vendors, The Home Juice Company. Dad wasn't happy that they 
kept raising their prices and switched to a more reasonably priced 
juice vendor. Saving a few dollars for the restaurant was what he 


was good at. 
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Several days had passed, and dad finally got to drive his 


Lincoln home. It was the end of his usual twelve-hour shift on his 
feet all day. I know what he felt as he opened the door to the 
vehicle. I'm sure he appreciated the way the door felt as he 
opened it, it was ‘solid.’ As he sat on the comfortable soft white 
leather upholstery and started her up, he probably listened 
carefully to the deep sound of the V-8 engine. Ken could tell the 
difference between an eight-cylinder compared to a six. He must 
have thought he had finally arrived. 

Ken headed toward home and filled it up at a nearby filling 
station. The attendant in those days pumped the gas for you while 
you sat behind the wheel. When the attendant finished pumping 
the gas, he walked up to dad's window and said, You're a very 
lucky man, mister. Did you know there was a fuse in your gas 
tank? If it hadn’t fallen out, you would have blown up when you 
started this car.” 

Dad arrived home, flushed as a ghost, and shaken. It was 
hard for him to even get the story out as he told us all that had 
happened. Ken didn’t know if they meant it for him, because he 
had changed juice companies the week before, or maybe they 
intended it for the former owner of the Lincoln, Sam Boesky. 
Dad never found out the actual reason, but it was almost a relief 
to think he was not the intended target. It was most likely meant 
for Sam Boesky, and people didn’t yet know it wasn’t his car any 
longer. I don’t know if he even told Boesky about it, but I know 
he didn’t report it to the police. Ken later learned that Home Juice 
company was owned by Tony and Vito Giacalone. We all know 


who they are. Ken was uneasy from that point on. He gave notice 
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and left for greener and safer paths in early 1968. He concluded it 


was time to cash in his chips and move on. 


In 1968 there were six mob-related homicides in Detroit. 
Some of those were car bombings. One killing was the murder of 
a mob wife, a 29-year-old. Her car was towed over and left behind 
Darby's Restaurant on Aug 18, 1968, with her lifeless body inside. 
It had mob undertones written all over it. Just one month before 
this, in July 1968, Darby’s had burnt down. They shuttered it up 
for good. News reports had shown that they saw two cars 
speeding away from the trash dumpster the night it burned down. 
Like the Kenny Rogers song: (The Gambler), “Know when to 
walk away, know when to run.” Whew! As I had mentioned, my 


dad was a perceptive man. 


I didn’t work for my dad until I was a senior in high school. I 
worked with my father as a busser at The Rotunda Country Inn 
on Pine Lake Road. He knew I needed it to pay for college, and I 
was about to attend Eastern Michigan University over in Ypsilanti. 
Those were the years I grew closest to dad. I saw him every day in 
the summer. Before working with him, I only saw him on his one 
day off, which was Monday. Even then, it wouldn’t be till getting 
home from school that we'd get to spend time with him. 

Monday was his special day, and he'd like to do the 
cooking. It was always a toast, cooked the way it was supposed to 
be, but it was still much too rare for mom’s liking. There would be 
occasional dinner flareups when Frances wanted to put ketchup 


on her meat. The professional ‘butcher’ would surface in my 
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father and cause a family stir. “You'll ruin the meat by putting that 


stuff on it." She would always win the contest. 

His signature late lunch dish on Mondays was what he 
called “Welsh Rarebit.” (It's definitely not “rabbit,” it’s “rarebit”). 
It was just fancy cheese and crackers. But we loved it. As a matter 
of fact, I made it last night. Ken had to work every holiday, 
especially Mother’s Day and Father’s Day, Christmas and New 
Year, and so on. Since he only had Mondays as his day off, which 
was a school day, I tried to ditch school on a Monday when I was 
in junior high, and I wanted to stay home to be with dad. I wasn’t 
sick. I couldn’t use that as an excuse. All I could think of was I 
couldn’t find any white socks to wear to school. We fought for an 
hour and a half over the socks. I won out but had to stay in my 
room. About forty-five minutes, anyway. I think he eventually 


realized it was all about being home with him, not the white socks. 


The Author’s Union Membership and Work Experience in 
Detroit- My work experience in Detroit was a little milder than 
my father’s, but interesting, just the same. There were a lot of 
jobs around Detroit, but many of them meant that you had to join 
a union if you wanted a good wage. The Labor Unions were in full 
throttle during the 60s and 70s. I had my taste of working as a 
union member during the last six years that I was living in 
Michigan before I moved to California in 1976. I was in the UAW 
when I worked at Ford Motor, then а Teamster at UPS and 
Consolidated Freightways. If you wanted a job in a factory, a 
grocery store, or transportation, they were all dominated by the 


AFL/CIO or Teamsters. It was not a casual alliance, either. If you 
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ever got caught crossing a picket line and got labeled a ‘scab,’ 
you'd better be watching your backside. 

The union dues seemed to always be going up. But all the 
union workers I worked with weren't much concerned about what 
the union did with their weekly contributions. The hourly wages 
they got were enough to support whatever they needed for the 
family, so there is enough left over for whatever the union had to 
do. Just keep getting those pay raises for us and keep those 
benefits coming. BIW: Top pay in 1975 at Consolidated was 
$6.57/hr. Jimmy Hoffa was our demagogue. He was a virtual 
tough guy who got down in the trenches right along with us. The 
comradery was tight within the union. In my experience, the 
perception of being a ‘tough guy’ was handed down straight from 
Hoffa himself. Everyone knew that if Jimmy Hoffa was on your 
side, you couldn’t lose. Even the advertising to support and join 
unions was all about power and muscle. It was by use of force that 
the Mafia also used in its ‘negotiations.’ 

I remember when I was offered a foreman’s position at 
Consolidated Freightways. I was a worker on the loading dock, so 
I was in the union. But I knew it would be like going over to the 
enemy in everyone’s eyes, so I turned it down. I didn’t want to 
become ‘one of them.’ Going to the other side and becoming a 
non-union supervisor or ‘manager’ would be thought of as being a 
‘Benedict Arnold.’ 

Violence was always simmering between the freight-dock 
workers and management. You would have to make sure you were 
always looking over your shoulder in case you've upset somebody 


out there. One morning our foreman-supervisor showed up at the 
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freight dock with a bruised eye and would not elaborate on how it 


happened. One of my coworkers suggested they followed him to 
his car the night before. He just turned and went back into his 
office, lit up a cigarette, and looked at us through his window 


overlooking the dock.

Joe Fram, a former Hoffa lieutenant, described the security technique Hoffa taught his officers: 
By Pat Zacharias / The Detroit News 
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Aside from my own work experience, there is one fond 
memoty I have from 1969 and 1970. 

It was during my senior year of high school, I met a nice 
Italian girl from Dearborn at the Roostertail, a nightclub on the 
Detroit River. Rare Earth was the bar band, (“Get Ready" was 
their 1 hit wonder that went national). We dated steadily through 
our junior and senior years of high school. She attended Fordson 
High in Dearborn, and I went to Oak Park High, we both were 
class of '69. Oak Park was a predominantly Jewish community. 
Dearborn was culturally divided between Italian, Greek, and 
everyone else, mixed in with various Middle Eastern sections at 
the time. My best friend from Oak Park was Jewish and taught me 
a lot about his traditions and faith. One time he asked me if my 
girlfriend could fix him up with one of her friends from 
Dearborn, so we introduced him to a good friend of hers who was 
Syrian. The four of us went to a house party together in Dearborn. 
But the two of them just didn't seem to hit it off from the very 
start. 

I really liked this girl and became very close to her and the 
whole family. She had two brothers and two sisters, and her 
grandmother lived with them as well. ‘Grandma-ma’ loved to cook 
and enjoyed impressing me with my favorite food, which 
happened to be Italian. So, I was treated regularly to authentic 
Italian cuisine, like squid, (she called them ‘rubber bands’), 
calzone, stuffed grape leaves, and pizza bread. Her mother was 
divorced, and she worked at the local Wards department store in 
furniture sales. She was very outgoing and friendly, and she knew 


evetybody in Dearborn, it seemed. Her mother and my mother 
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also got along really well, and the four of us went on a few outings 
or dates together. 

On a couple of occasions, I went with my girlfriend and her 
mother to visit a close family friend's house in St Clair Shores, 
which is on the North-East side of Detroit. I was introduced as 
‘the boyfriend’ to Zina and then Jack. My girlfriend and I sat away 
from the other older adults. We enjoyed a casual lunch at our own 
picnic table overlooking Lake St. Clair. As we were leaving, the 
nice woman handed me some homemade cookies for me to take 
home. The next time we visited a few months later, she did exactly 
the same thing and gave me some more homemade cookies. 
Christmas cookies this time. Zina wanted me to take them back 
home to my mother. 

Frances really liked my girlfriend's mom too. One time we 
went on a group date with my girlfriend, her mom, and the sweet 
couple we visited in St Clair Shores. We got to ride in separate 
limousines to see Diana Ross and the Supremes at the Fisher 
Theater in Detroit. It was really cool riding in a limo on a date. We 
rode there and back, but in separate limos. After the concert, we 
all stopped in a little Italian restaurant that was on the way home, 
and we sat at the same large table together. There were about nine 
or ten of us in all. I felt a bit strange when I noticed standing 
behind us were four or five big men in trench coats and wearing 
hats with their hands in their coat pockets. They were standing in 
a citcle around us and watching us enjoying our pizza and 


antipasto. (Hmmm? I thought). 
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After the Supremes concert date, my girlfriend enlightened 


me on the Giacalone couple. She said there were two Giacalone 
brothers, Tony and Vito. But Vito was no longer in the Mafia. I 
didn't know you could leave the Mafia. I always thought you were 
either in it for life. From that time on, I remained cautiously polite 
in their presence. However, I was still too young and uninformed 
to be very worried about it. Besides, they seemed very friendly and 
welcoming to me. 

Our moms became good friends and loved talking to each 
other. My mom was asked if she would like to join us for a special 
occasion with their friends from St. Clair Shores to celebrate their 
daughter's wedding. I remember it was in a banquet hall with all 
kinds of Italian foods laid out on the banquet tables and a band 
playing all Italian music. Before we sat down to eat, my girlfriend 
nudged me and asked if I was going to congratulate the father of 
the bride. I didn't know what I was going to say, but I figured the 
less I said, the better. So, it was a firm handshake and a quick 
"Congratulations, Mr. Giacalone," along with a smile back and 
forth between us. 

When my father heard about the different outings that mom 
was going to with us, he said he was concerned I was being 
groomed or something. I assured him that wasn't the case, and I 
told him the same thing my girlfriend had said: “Not all Italians 
are in the Mafia. It's just that in a small town like Dearborn, all the 


Italians just know each other." 
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Ken Tubman turns down a desperately needed job and takes 
early retirement instead. 

In 1974 my father was turning sixty-two. He had fallen a 
couple of years eatlier and injured his back and was unable to 
stand for very long periods. At his age, finding a job was neatly 
impossible. Nobody needed a sixty-two-year-old restaurant 
manager. He had gone without work for over a year by then and 
lost his self-esteem over it. He ran across an ad for a general 
manager for a pretty elegant banquet hall over in Southfield called 
The Raleigh House, on Telegraph Road near 10 Mile Road. He 
knew something about them, and that their specialty was Kosher 
food preparation. It was located in a heavily Jewish area with 
clientele that demanded Kosher-style food. He really thought it 
was a perfect fit with his experience at Darby’s. 

Ken was desperate, but he needed this job for his self-image 
as well as he needed it for the income. He dressed up in his best 
suit, got a haircut, “both of them,” as dad would say, and went for 
the personal interview with the owner, Sam Leiberman. Ken was 
given a grand tour of the kitchen facilities, which had just been 
remodeled. Apparently, Sam Leiberman thought it was a perfect 
match as well. Dad was hired on the spot, and they wanted him to 
start ASAP. 

I spoke to him from school in Ypsilanti, and I could hear the 
excitement in his voice. He even sounded younger. When he told 
me that he had a new job, he told me a little bit about it. He said 
the kitchen was just remodeled and really spectacular. It was 
everything a meat cutter could want. It had stainless steel counters 


and huge band saws for butchering the meat. It had drains in the 
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middle of the floor for the blood runoff, and it was extremely 
spacious. I knew my folks were having money problems and 
thought this would help pull them out of it. 

I didn't hear this next part until my mother told me when she 
was living with us in Napa, California, with our family from 2007- 
2011. She said my dad was so proud of having the new job that he 
brought her over to the Raleigh House just before he was to statt 
wotking there, just to show off the impressive kitchen. She said 
they had lunch there, and then dad showed her the kitchen. She 
also mentioned the stainless-steel counters and the band saws for 
cutting the meat. But then she added something I don’t recall my 
dad describing. She said that there were all of these big sides of 
beef that were hanging on meat hooks and on rollers so they 
could be rolled into the big meat lockers in the kitchen. 

The very next phone conversation I had with my father was 
about why he turned the job down just a day before starting. Since 
the earlier call, my father had spoken with a friend who had told 
him that The Raleigh House was owned by someone associated 
with the Purple Gang or the Jewish Mafia. My dad was devastated 
by the information. He called Mr. Leiberman and made some 
excuse as to why he could not take the job after all, and dad quit 
just one day before he was scheduled to start. 

That seemed to be the last bit of energy he could muster up. 
This sucked out of him every remaining ounce of enthusiasm and 
pride he had left. He never worked another day in his life. He filed 


for early retirement in 1974, at age 62. 
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CHAPTER 2 


Jul 30, 1975- The Machus Red Fox 
Hoffa e& O Bnen- imehnes 


There are multiple sources for the whereabouts of Jimmy 
Hoffa on the day he went missing. The most straightforward 
timeline I could come up with follows in a simple itinerary 
without any disputes to footnote by using an asterisk. There 15 no 
‘Gap Alert!’ There were six eyewitnesses the FBI strongly believes 
pinpoint the time Hoffa vanished as 2:30 pm. Hence, I will use 
this as the official time, but it very well could have been as late as 
2:45 pm. 

There is an asterisk regarding the 2:30; however, a claim by 
Louis Linteau that would throw Hoffa's disappearance off by an 
hour. Why would Linteau do this, and to what end? There is no 
solid answer. But, because the hour is critical to the last contact 
with Jimmy Hoffa that afternoon, I explore that claim further a 
little later on. 

Common knowledge tells us the reasons for the all-important 
meeting that Jimmy Hoffa was anxiously anticipating for 2:00 pm 
on Wednesday at The Machus Red Fox. Just days before the 
scheduled session, there was a get-together on July 26, 1975. That 
meeting was held at Hoffa's Lake Orion home with both Tony 
and his brother Vito Giacalone. The primary topic was to smooth 
things over with Tony Provenzano and make the road to regaining 
the union presidency a smoother path for Hoffa. In retrospect, 


that strategy meeting was the setup for Hoffa to feel like 
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Provenzano wanted to make amends so he could go ahead with 


the 1976 campaign. 


JOSEPH ZIRILLI-Detroit mob Boss: The Hoffa hit would have 
to have Joe Zirillis’ prior approval. 

In February of 1975, there was a meeting between Joe Zirilli, Tony 
Giacalone, Billy Giacalone (Vito), along with Peter Vitale and Jimmy 
Quasarano, both co-owners of Central Sanitation. The ‘Hoffa Hit would 
have had to have been approved by Mafia Boss, Joseph Zirilli, so it would 
not be done without his OK. This may have been the meeting where 
Zirilli gave the OK to go forward. 

Jimmy Hoffa was getting pretty friendly with the feds, and 
the news was getting around about it. He had some dirt on 
Fitzsimmons' union activities, and he was about to unleash it as a 
bargaining chip to remove the union restrictions placed against 
him by Nixon. Everyone knew it, Chuckie O'Brien was also busy 
spreading the word among Mafia notables that Hoffa was a snitch 
and planned to rat out the Mafia. Hoffa was also turning down 
mob requests for pension money and loans. There were previous 
plans instigated before this to take Hoffa out of the picture, but 
they fizzled. This time would be different. 


The 2:00 pm meeting with Tony Giacalone, Tony 
Provenzano, and Leonard Schultz was not intended to take 
place inside the Red Fox, but at another nearby location. The Red 
Fox had a dress code (Coat and tie), and Hoffa was not dressed 
for it. Witnesses claim he went inside looking for the others after 


waiting a short time outside the restaurant. 
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James Riddle Hoffa - Wednesday-July 30, 1975 


AM - Hoffa’s residence in Lake Orion, Michigan 
Jimmy Hoffa awoke early and was anxious about the 2 pm 
meeting. Has breakfast with his wife, Josephine, did a 
crossword puzzle, and took a cat nap on the picnic table. As 
he is leaving for the Red Fox meeting, Jimmy tells Jo that he’ll 
be home by 4:00 and will grill some steaks for dinner. 
1:00 pm - It’s 40 Miles from his home to The Machus Red 
Fox-Stops brietly at ASL, Pontiac. 
Hoffa gets into his 1974 Pontiac Grand Ville and leaves for 
the meeting at the Red Fox. 
1:30 pm - 200 North Paddock, Pontiac, MI/Airport Service 
Lines-Limo Service 
Hoffa stops to see Louis Linteau at ASL (Owned by Louis 
Linteau). Linteau is out to lunch. Hoffa talks with Elmer 
Reeves and others. He leaves a message about the Red Fox 
meeting w/ Tony Giacalone, Tony Provenzano, and Leonard 
Schultz. 
2:00 pm - 6676 Telegraph Road, Bloomfield Twp., MI/The 
Machus Red Fox Restaurant 
Hoffa arrives precisely at 2:00 pm. He waits outside briefly, 
then goes inside the restaurant and speaks with several 
people. Still, there was no sign of Tony Giacalone, Tony 
Provenzano, ог Leonard Schultz. 
2:15 pm - Hoffa is seen by witnesses making calls 
Jimmy Hoffa makes two phone calls from the payphone at 


Dammon Hardware behind the restaurant. He calls his wife

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Josephine, and is really upset about the “No-shows’ to the 


meeting and tells her he's coming home now to grill the 
steaks. Then he makes another call. 

2:35 - Hoffa calls LINTEAU at ASL and talks about the no- 

shows. (Confirmed) 

*2:30-2:45 pm -Several eyewitnesses had seen Hoffa between 

2:00 and 2:45 pm 
Five of them shook Jimmy Hoffa's hand. 1 more witness sees 
him at the payphone. Another sees him get into the Mercury 
with three other men. Still, another witness is driving a 
delivery truck and sees him in the rear seat as the Mercury is 
leaving. The delivery truck almost collides with the car as it 


exits and turns south onto Telegraph Road.

*3:30 - LINTEAU 


Gave an alternate time for the call to ASL from Hoffa. 


July 30 - Later that night: 10:00 pm 
Hoffa's wife, Josephine, begins to make calls when Jimmy 
doesn't show up at the house. 
-Calls JOSEPH BANE SR-friend and another Teamster 
Official. 
-Calls her son-JAMES HOFFA JR. who was on vacation in 
Traverse City, MI. 
-Calls daughter Barbara Ann Crancer, who was living in St 
Louis, MO. 
-LOUIS LINTEAU Calls Josephine from ASL at 10 pm. 
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Louis Linteau makes other calls from ASL at 10pm. 

After Linteau calls Mts. Hoffa, he makes more calls. 
-Calls JOSEPH BANE, who he was with eatlier in the evening. 
-Calls TONY GIACALONE, who was at Joey Giacalone's 
apartment. 
-Calls CYNTHIA GREEN, which is his ASL business associate. 
He asks her to meet him at the Hoffa residence. They both stay 
the night and for the week. In testimony, Mrs. Hoffa said Linteau 
did not make a single call in search of Hoffa the entire time he 
stayed at her house all week. This would indicate Linteau was not 


genuinely interested in the whereabouts of Jimmy Hoffa. 


Author's Notes- 

The FBI said - Six witnesses saw Hoffa at The Red Fox 
Restaurant between 2:00 and 2:45 pm. More witnesses 
agreed with the 2:30 time estimate. But a fifteen-minute 
window stretches that out to 2:45 pm. 

-Witness: (Un-named) A retired Real Estate broker and another 
with him shakes Hoffa’s hand in the Red Fox Parking Lot. 
The witness does not want his real name revealed for fear of 
reprisal from the Mafia. 

-Witness: Sees Jimmy Hoffa using the payphone at 2:20 behind 
getting into the maroon Mercury with 3 other men, sat in 
the back seat behind the driver. Hoffa is leaning forward and 
gesturing with his hands at the driver as though he were 
arguing with him.

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Chuckie O’Brien’s whereabouts are ambiguous and 
everchanging- 

I tried to make this first O’Brien timeline as simplified as I 
could. The most difficult challenge was trying to insert exact times 
and places for Mr. O’Brien. Even if you take Chuckie at his word, 
(did I just say that?). I wondered, Should I use his initial claims, or 
go by his additions and recanting of earlier claims? 

Maybe I should just ignore everything he said entirely? I 
chose to consider all statements. If he made a statement and then 
changed it in a later interview, I reasoned how the change would 
affect other statements. I also considered that if a particular time 
ot place was changed or recanted, then I must adjust the other 
items of the timeline e accordingly. When O’Brien said he did 
NOT go to the Southfield Athletic Club, I moved everything else 
in his itinerary back to suit that time slot. 

The FBI gave reasons for having such extreme difficulty in 
assembling their own timeline, which had to do with the vast 
discrepancies in what O’Brien said. He would provide them with a 
specific time, then in the same interview, change it. His arrival and 
departure times overlapped and were given as guesses or 
estimates. But the multiplicity of times and locations were 
exceedingly difficult to keep track of. 

The other major problem noted by agents was that the only 
witnesses who were even willing to speak were primarily those 
who were also the main suspects. (O’Brien, Linteau, and so on). 
All of the other primary suspects said nothing. They pled the fifth, 


refusing to speak at all (Tony Giacalone, Tony Provenzano, etc.). 
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I paid а fair amount of attention to several of the other 
peripheral witnesses that gave an interview to the FBI. There were 
various added informants who either confirmed or contradicted 
the main characters and their claims. There was a secretary, 
multiple employees, or other uninvolved persons who had some 
further observations. But тоге importantly, there were six 
eyewitnesses mentioned with varying details that were included in 
the HOFFEX report. Some of their comments caught my 
attention because they echoed Ken and Frances Tubman's details. 

I had no foregone conclusions, so I took everything at face 
value. Some things were trivial and not worth lying about. Maybe 
that's what draws attention. Why did O’Brien think he must lie 
about it? My focus was more on “The Gap’ or the 60-minutes 


between 2:30 and 3:30 pm. 


Charles Lenton O’Brien - Wednesday-July 30, 1975 


The Morning- 

Chuckie O’Brien’s daily routine was very consistent. He 
would be dropped off at The Machus Red Fox each morning by 
Marvin Adell, whom he has lived with since his divorce. Then he 
is picked up at the Red Fox soon after by Robert Holmes Jr., who 
transports O’Brien to the Trumbull office for work. This would 
have been the typical daily routine for Chuckie O’Brien for this 
day as well. But it was not so typical in the afternoon 

There was also something else that was out of the ordinary 
about this particular Wednesday, July 30, 1975. He had been 
booked on a flight to Toronto-At the last minute, O’Brien decided 


not to go. He said, “It would be a waste of time to go,” because 
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he had to pack and get ready for the transfer to Miami by 


Fitzsimmons. It must have been a sudden change. Holmes 
mentioned to the FBI that he waited at the Detroit Metro Airport 
for him to show up, but he never did. 

O'Brien calls Robert Holmes Jr. for a ride at 7:45 am, which 
shows it was not a previously arranged ride as a typical day would 
have been. 

7:45 am- O'Brien calls Holmes Jr., tells him he's not going to 
Toronto, after all, and needs a ride to work. Adell drops COB 
off at the Machus Red Fox parking lot, and Holmes Jr. picks 
him up and takes him to Trumbull-arriving at 9:30 am. During 
the morning, he is packing his belongings for the upcoming 
transfer to the Miami union offices. 

9:30 am- Local #299 Offices: 2801 Trumbull Avenue Detroit 
Chuckie is dropped off at Trumbull by Robert Holmes, Jr. 

11:45 am- Delivery of fresh 16 Ib. Coho Salmon 
The package is signed for by CAROL DAVIS, a teamster 
employee. O’Brien tells the FBI (Aug 6 int) that He was the 
one who signed for it. Then Chuckie volunteers to deliver the 
salmon to Robert Holmes, a fellow union member in 
Farmington Hills, MI. COB had no means to deliver the 
Salmon to Holmes. So, he asks to borrow Joey Giacalone’s car, 
a brand new 1975 maroon Mercury Marquis Brougham sedan. 
Joey agrees and brings it over. When O’Brien is asked why he 
didn’t just use the union station wagon in the parking lot, he 


said he could not locate the keys.

Chuckie gets the Mercury from Joey Giacalone, puts the 
Salmon behind the driver's seat, then drops Joey Giacalone 
back at his place of business in St. Clair Shores and heads to 
the Holmes residence in Farmington Hills, Michigan.

Farmington Hills, MI. 36 miles/35-minute drive time- 
O’Brien arrives at the Holmes residence, and helps Mrs.

One to Tony Giacalone, 
who was busy getting a rub down. The second call was to 
Marvin Adell. 

2:20 pm- (Approximate time). COB claims to have gone to Jax Kar 
Wash and asked the attendants to “Clean the fish blood out 
before it starts to stink.” 

2:40 pm- Jax to Lift-All is 30.4 miles /30-minute drive time. 
O’Brien claims he left Jax at 2:40 pm. After figuring in the 
changes he made to the alibi, the only other stop would have 
been Lift-All on Conner to return the Mercury back to Joey 
Giacalone. (60-minute Gap) 

4:00 pm- LIFT-ALL/2679 Conner Street, Detroit, MI (Lift- 
All/Joey Giacalone’s business) 

Joey Giacalone said O’Brien arrived at Lift-All between 3:30 
and 4:00.

RE: Alibi Changes: 

Changes in the alibis by Chuckie O’Brien and a lack of 
support for his various explanations, makes O’Brien’s timeline 
appear confusing at first. But the FBI conducted several hours of 
interviews with O'Brien, and they simulated the best-case 
scenarios. 

The agents evaluated all variations of the alibi over several 
months. Every one of them had ended up with a 60 to a 90- 
minute gap in time, saying that O’Brien “Cannot account for his 
time between 2:30 and 3:30 pm,” regardless of which scenario

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CHAPTER 4-Part I 


July 30, 1975-The Family Secret 
The Tubman Timeline 


Now, I offer you a third timeline. 
One that you have NEVER seen before. 


Some terrific timelines have been published by several 
authors and investigative reporters. I don’t make any attempts to 
conflict with those offered by the host of experts who has 
provided excellent accounts of the whereabouts of Jimmy Hoffa 
and Chuckie O’Brien. Yet there is one timeline no one else has 
been able to offer, the Tubman timeline. 

In the timelines just presented, I primarily derived the claims 
used from those statements provided in the HOFFEX memo. 
Then I tried to reconstruct what I believe to be true to Chuckie 
O’Brien’s own words. His initial times that were given, the 
changes he made to those times, and finally, the changes resulting 
from his ultimate recanting of previous claims. 

With this third and final itinerary, I tried to adhere to my own 
initial premise and worked outward from there. I began with what 
Ken and Frances saw during that period. You must consider that 
no-one else has been privy to these details. 

The Tubmans were never mentioned in the news media. 
They were not even mentioned in the thousands of pages of FBI 
documentation. That is because they were never formal witnesses. 
Ken and Frances were never subpoenaed to testify before the 


Federal Grand Jury in Detroit. Therefore, their names will not 
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appear anywhere else but here. No other timelines will include 
their story because, except for the FBI in 2006 and a few select 
individuals since then, the secret has remained hidden from the 
eyes of the general public. 

Regarding the earlier Hoffa and O'Brien timelines, serious 
questions remain. If the Tubman timeline provides an overlapping 
of events and is consistent with what the other eyewitnesses 
claimed, then you can trust it for accuracy. After all, I heard the 
details well before it was printed in headlines and broadcast on the 
news. The specific information fills in the gaps that were left by 
the other timelines. 

Besides the 60-minute ‘Gap,’ there is still much more to 
discover during the days leading up to, and the days that follow 
Hoffa's disappearance. But for the purposes of this book, the 
focus will be on the 2:30-3:30 period. Remember the caveat at the 
beginning of the book? You need to shelve whatever forgone 
conclusions you held on to before this and believe as I do. Гуе 
told you more about the Tubmans, so I hope you feel you know 
them a lot better now. Hopefully, you know them enough to trust 


them, and agree that there is no reason to doubt their account. 


Kenneth & Frances Tubman- Wednesday-July 30, 1975 


My parents, Kenneth and Frances Tubman were renting a 
two-stoty townhome at Bloomfield Terrace, which was a 
townhome complex at 36643 Woodwatd Avenue. It was patt of 
Bloomfield Township back then. It was situated on Woodward 
Avenue, between Maple or 15 Mile and 16 Mile Roads. Ken and 


Frances Tubman had made plans with their daughter, Helen 
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Kersten, to enjoy а camp-over with her family. The Kersten's had 
a new Coleman pop-up camper and thought it would be fun for 
the family to go to the lake with it for a couple of nights. So, Ken 
and Frances were packing for the two-night campout during the 
morning and early afternoon. Although I was living with them at 
the time, I did not join them. 

They planned to leave by 2:00 or 2:15 to make it to Helen's by 4:00 
pm. They had it timed so that they would not have to rush if they were to 
leave home by then. That gave them ample time to drive the hour and 
twenty minutes to Helen's place. Both Ken and Frances were retired, so 
watching the clock was generally approximated by fifteen-minute intervals. 

Ken would be driving, and Frances sat next to the front passenger 
seat window, which would have been rolled down since it was 91 degrees 
that day, and there was no atr-conditioner in the car. 

They took the usual route to Helen’s, who lived at 30816 Grandview 
in Westland. 'They usually drove down Woodwatd Avenue to Maple (15 
Mile Road), turn right, and go over to Telegraph Road. 'That's the 
intersection where the Machus Red Fox Restaurant was situated within a 
little strip center in the same town they lived in, Bloomfield Township. 
After turning onto Telegraph Road, heading south, they would continue 
on Telegraph all the way down to Michigan Avenue, tum right and go 
over to Helen's place in Westland. My father was one of those drivers that 
always preferred to drive in the left lane. So, right after his turn onto 
Telegraph Road from Maple, he hugged the far-left hand lane, as usual. 
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Tubman Residence: 36643 Woodward Avenue, Bloomfield 


Township Moming- 
Kenneth and Frances Tubman were busy preparing for a two-night 
camping trip with their daughter's family, The Kersten's. They packed 
all morning long and into the early afternoon and placed their things 
into their car for the drive to Helen's. All intentions were to leave 
home by 2:15 to get to Westland by 4:00 pm. They came within 15- 
minutes of the plan. 

2:15 to 2:30 pm- 
Ken and Frances leave their residence and head southbound on 
Woodward Avenue. Turn right onto Maple Road (aka 15 Mile 

Road), then turn left onto Telegraph Road. 

2:30 to 2:45 рт- 
Ken and Frances are passing by the east-side driveway of the Red Fox. 
At that moment, a big maroon-colored car hastily exited the driveway. 
Frances noticed it right away because of the way it veered out from the 
driveway and at once pulled up tightly behind them and into the same 
lane, which was on the far left. The maroon vehicle pulls alongside, 
next to Frances for several minutes, and both cats drive even with each 
other down Telegraph Road. 
The driver is recognized by Ken Tubman, so he tells Frances to quit 
looking back at him. He tells her: “Frances, stop looking at that car, 
That's the Mafia. Do you want to end up in the Detroit River?" But 
Frances can't help but look because there were two big men in the reat 
seat of the car, and they were violently struggling with something they 
were holding down on the floorboatd. 
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2:45-3:00 pm- 
The maroon саг pulls ahead and makes a left as it crosses through the 
center divider. It pulls into a well-known restaurant on the opposite 
side of Telegraph Road. The Tubmans wonder why the driver was 
glaring at them, so they slowly pass by, and they see the car come to a 
full stop. They notice something else unusual in the parking lot. 
Confused by the events they just witnessed, they continue on to 
Helen's house while chatting to each other as to what it was all about 
and why the driver was so interested in them. 

4:00 prn- (Ot soonet) 
They arrived at their daughter's house in Westland close to 4:00 pm. 
(Per daughter, Helen Kersten).

In retrospect, I had placed very little emphasis on “The 
Family Secret’ back in 1975. Over time the ‘Hoffa Story’ was 
hardly mentioned amongst family members anymore. But little by 
little, my research gave me more insight into what was known and 
what was still missing. 

I began to see how historically significant the details my 
parents knew about would have mattered. It contained critical 
information that provides the answers to many open questions 
surrounding the Hoffa case. I found nothing else had touched on 


the very details Ken and Frances gave. Several facts still need to 
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be exposed to clarify the events surrounding Hoffa’s 
disappearance. 

My parents were headed over to my sister's house that day. 
But fot some reason, it never dawned on me to just call and ask 
Helen what she may recall about it. Just a few months ago, I had 
the notion of calling her in Michigan, and I brought up the “Hoffa 
Story’ with her. It had been forty-five years since we had first 
heard the account directly from our parents. For some reason, we 
never thought of comparing notes about the family secret until 
that phone call in February, just a few months ago. After the 
conversation, I was prompted to assemble it into this book. As we 
discussed the events, I realized that Helen saw some of the very 
first reactions that our parents had when the news first hit on 
August 1, 1975. 

When I brought up the subject, Helen seemed to think she 
wouldn’t remember much about it, “It was so long ago.” But, as 
we spoke, she began to recall some things which I had not heard 
from her before. I always wondered what the occasion was for 
them visiting her that day. Helen told me about the two-night 
camping trip to Pinkney, which I never knew. She said that during 
the camping trip, her attention was primarily focused on her 18- 
month-old, Dawn. Helen told me what happened when mom and 
dad arrived at her home around 4:00 pm that day. The more we 
talked, the more details she recalled. 

When Ken and Frances first arrived at Helen’s house at 4:00 
on July 30, 1975, the three of them were chatting a bit before 
Helen’s husband was due to get home from work. He regularly 


got home at 5:00. Frances described the exciting drive she and 
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dad had оп the way over to her house. Mom was anxious апа 
wondering out loud, “Why was that driver so interested in us? 
Why would he be glaring at us and the car?" She described to 
Helen the two cars riding right next to each other as they came 
down Telegraph. But she couldn't get over all that commotion 
going on in the back seat. Since dad told her the Mafia was in the 
car and told her to quit looking, it made her even more cutious 
about it. But the answers escaped them and just weren't coming 
into focus. They had no idea that in a day ог so, they would get 
more answets than they bargained for. At the time, it seemed like 


idle chit-chat but became memorable soon after. 
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Friday: Aug 1, 1975- 

Helen went on to describe the two nights of the camping trip 
to the lake in Pinkney. They got there before dark Wednesday 
night, Jul 30, then relaxed the following day, which was Thursday. 
On Friday morning of Aug 1, it was still eatly as they were starting 
to pack up the Coleman camper to head back home. Helen had 
just stepped out of the camper to check on her little girl in the 
playpen. She saw that my dad had already picked up the morning 
paper. It was folded in half on the tray table outside right next to 
the door. All that she could see was the second half of the 
headlines in big, bold letters: 

e l--- Hoffa Is Missing." 

Mom and dad were seated a short distance away from her, 
but she could faintly hear them talking to each other, kind of 
briskly but quietly. She heard them asking each other questions. 
Ken was continuing their conversation and asked Frances: “Well, 
what do you think we saw?" Frances answered him: *I don't 
know, a big dog or something?" Ken responded: “That was no 
dog." 

Dad seemed to already know more about what they saw, but 
Helen didn't relate it to what was on the headline. My sister said 
she was mainly thinking about her child and busy packing up, so 
she “kind of sluffed it off." They headed back to Helen’s, then my 


parents drove back home from there. 
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Meanwhile, I was home at Bloomfield Terrace when they 


arrived early afternoon. 


Instead of a normal *Hi, how are you," after being away for the 
two days, Frances seemed anxious to get to the TV and turned on 
the news. I was in the living room at the time with them. Mom 
settled onto the couch but leaned forward so she could hear, and 
dad preferred to stand. It must have already been in progress, but 
what stood out in my mind was that right as the newscaster had 
said, “Hoffa was last seen at The Machus Red Fox Restaurant.” 
Then I heard my dad immediately fire back in a loud, angry voice: 
“Like Hell! We saw him at The Raleigh House!”

I thought about it as I continued listening to them and the 


news. Still, I didn't sense any extreme urgency about which 
restaurant it was during the newscast. I just figured they made a 
little glitch in their reporting and got the name of the restaurant 
wtong. It was no big deal. But my parents seemed to be even 
more intently listening to the rest of the news from that point. 
Dad continued being emphatic about seeing Hoffa at the Raleigh 
House, not just the Red Fox. I didn't have any inkling whatsoever 
that my mother and father had been eyewitnesses to anything 
unusual. I don't think the news report was playing it up as much 
as my folks were. I think I settled in on the notion that Hoffa was 
missing, but he'll turn up, I thought. 

I asked for mote information about it, and mom and dad 
were both very eager to get the story out. One would say 
something, then the other added a bit more, back and forth. I 
eventually got all the details, and over the coming days, it seemed 
to be the dominant discussion between the two of them. 

One thing I will not forget upon hearing it for the first time 
was the fear I saw in their faces and the nervous tone of their 
voices as they told me all about it. I listened to them retell the 
events for several days after they happened. My father was 
absolutely certain he knew who the driver of the car was. He was 
definitely familiar with the place they went to after leaving The 
Machus Red Fox. He almost went to work there in 1974 but 


changed his mind upon learning who owned it. 
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Several days later, when the news started to air a picture of 
the man who they suspected was driving the car that Hoffa was 
last seen in, I heard my mother say, “That’s the guy! That's the 
man I saw driving that big car!" Up until that point, she only knew 
him as the man that Ken said he had recognized. She had never 
heard his name before dad mentioned it in the car. Until the 
picture was made public, Frances had described him as a portly 
man with a big round head and face, with a receding hairline, and 
he had big long sideburns. 

She also mentioned what the driver was wearing. She said he 
wasn't wearing a suit, like the other two men in the back. He was 
wearing a white shirt with a high collar. He wasn’t wearing a 
jacket. 

The two vehicles were just feet apart side by side and driving 
at the same rate of speed. Not only once, but twice during the 
short drive together. The windows in my parent's vehicle would 
have been rolled down as they had no air conditioning, and it was 
about 90 degrees. The Mercury would have likely had their 
windows rolled up, with the A/C going. The driver was alone in 
the front seat, and two men in the back were seated a little bit 
apart from each other. (Notice the hump in the photo below?). 

Frances saw a lot of commotion going on, and both men in 
the back had their knees pushed high up into their chests as they 
were vigorously struggling with something that was on the floor. 
One man was holding a strap or a rope of some kind like he was 
trying to tie something up. But whatever was down there just 
wasn’t cooperating. Frances envisioned because it looked like he 


was holding a leash, it must be a dog. They were big men too, so it 
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must have been a big dog down there on the floorboard. It had to 


be something big to cause all that ruckus. After seeing the 
newspaper headlines, dad was more pragmatic about what was 
actually on the floorboard, remembering his comment, “That was 
no dog!” 

When I think back to that original news cast, and as I was 
watching my parent’s reactions to the news about Hoffa being 
missing, something didn’t quite connect. My parents were treating 
the news far more seriously than the newscaster seemed to be. 
Now I believe that disparity had to do with the difference in 


perspective. 


My father and mother KNEW the fate of Jimmy Hoffa, 
while the news was only speculating about him 


being a missing person.

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CHAPTER 5 


FBI Detroit Field Office 
June 27, 2006-Frances Tubman-Ward/ FBI Interview 


2006 was the year that everything began to resurface regarding 
Jimmy Hoffa’s disappearance and the family story my mom and dad had 
told us long ago. Since my father’s passing in 1987, my mother was living 
alone in the same apartment they had shared at Willow Creek apartments 
in Westland, Michigan, just outside of Detroit. She managed it sufficiently 
enough that she could retain her independence and not have to move into 
a nursing home. She had petiodic health issues, but my sister Helen lived 
neatby and was usually available to help mom out when needed. 

Frances turned 89 in March of that year, but she was still the 
persistent one. She had undergone kidney surgery for the removal of the 
one that was cancerous. She also suffered a heart attack and a stroke, but 
she had fully recovered. In addition to that, Frances now had high blood 
pressure, diabetes, hearing aids, and age-related macular degeneration. She 
was legally blind, yet she drove herself to the store regularly just to get out. 

AP News May 19, 2006: Hundreds of FBI agents dig up 
McMaster’s Farm. 

I was actively working in my sign business out of my home in Napa, 
California. As I was enjoying a morning cup of coffee before a job, I 
opened up the Napa Register. I immediately noticed a full-color picture 
and the accompanying article about hundreds of FBI agents digging up a 
farm in Milford Township, Michigan. I thought to myself, “They are still 
looking for Jimmy Hoffa’s remains"? It had been so long since I even 


thought about it, but I was surprised. Then again, not really. It just wasn’t

something I kept tabs on. But I was wondering if my folks ever did tell the 


police or the FBI what they saw. If they had, then why would they still be 
looking for his remains at some farm? 

Rarely had the memory of Hoffa and Chuckie O’Brien ever popped 
up in family conversations anymore. It was so many years ago. But it 
seemed startling to me to read that the investigation was still going on over 
the search for Hofta’s body. I quickly called my mother to see what she 
remembered, and I had a few questions for her. I remembered the story 
as though it had just happened as well. But I was more interested in 
finding out how much my mother could remember about it after all this 
time. 

I phoned Frances and started out by asking her how things were 
going, and what was new? I didn’t want to cause her any anxiety. When I 
knew she was doing OK, that’s when I mentioned the article and read it 
to her. Then I started to ask her to tell me the whole story again, whatever 
she could remember about that day, she and my dad were on the way to 
my sisters. 

Frances repeated the story precisely as I had heard her tell it several 
times before. She didn’t leave out a single detail. Pretty good for an 89- 


year-old and 31 years after the event. 


Here’s how the call went. 
Refer to: “Telegraph Road Diagram"-End of Chapter 4. 
“EFT” is her initials, and the reply “DWT” is my initials and 
comments. 
EFT- Well, dad (Kenneth Tubman) and I were rushing to get to Helens 
(daughter in Westland Twp.), and we left our house (36643 
Woodward Avenue-Bloomfield Twp.) at around 2 o’clock. 
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Or maybe а little after, Pm not really sure the exact time. We just 


wanted to get over there before John (Helen’s husband) got home 
before we went to the lake. 

DWT- Which way did you go from the house? 

EFT- We always thought Telegraph was the fastest way to get to Helens, 
so we went down Woodward, tutned right onto Maple (15 Mile 
Road), and then over to Telegraph Road. 

DW'T-Is that when you saw the car? 

EFT: Well, right after dad turned onto Telegraph, he stayed in the left 
lane. It seems like it was pretty soon after we were on Telegraph 
Road. I caught, out of the corner of my eye, this big burgundy or 
maroon саг that kind of lurched out of the driveway, right as we 
were passing by the Machus Red Fox Restaurant. Then it pulled 
right up behinds us, pretty close to our cat. 

DWT-Did you know what kind of car it was, or what color it was? 

EFT-No. We found out later what kind of car it was, they said it was a 
Mercury. I just knew it was some big maroon car. It was a luxury 
cat like a Lincoln or something like that. 

DWT-Then what? (Now, she seemed to quicken her speaking pace when 
she got to this part of the story). 

EFT-Well, they were following behind us for a bit, and we are both in the 

far-left lane. Then they started to pull up right along-side us, right next to 
me, on the passenger side of the car, and they drove even with us 
for a little bit. 

DWT- Tell me again what was going on. 

EFT-I was looking straight at the driver of the other car, and he was really 
checking us out. Looking at the car, then he’d look at dad and I 


again. I looked over, and I noticed that in the back seat, there was a 
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lotof commotion going оп, and І tried to figure out what was 


happening back there. 

DW'T-Like what? 

EFT-There were two big men in the back seat, and they had their knees 
way up into their chests and were both fighting or struggling with 
something on the floorboards. I saw something in one of their 
hands that seemed like a rope or a leash. I don't know. I just 
remember it was like a strap or something. So, I thought maybe 
they're ttying to keep some big old dog down on the floor in the 
back. But it just seemed really strange to me. So, I kept looking, 
and the driver kept looking back at me. Really glaring at us. 

DW'T-Did dad notice what was going on too? 

EFT-Dad was driving, but he glanced over and saw us both staring at 
each other, and he said to me: “Frances-quit looking over there. 
That's the Mafia-quit looking,” I asked him, “What do you mean, 
the Mafia?" I thought he was kidding around, then he said: “Thats 
Chuckie O'Brien driving the car, turn around and stop looking at 
them. That’s the Mafia, Frances.” 

DWT- How did dad know it was definitely Chuckie O’Brien? 

EFT-Well I think dad knew him from the years he was at Darby’s. They 
all came in there, and he was the one who would greet them and 
seat them at their tables. But he knew who the people were that 
came in there and sometimes the Mafia did come in to eat, it was a 
popular place. Till it burnt down in 1968. Dad’s boss (she didn’t 
remember, but it was Sam Boesky), may have even been involved 
with the Mafia. Dad wasn’t, of course, but he had to know who 
they were so he could welcome them at Darby’s. And he’d better 


know their names and who they are. 
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DWT- So what happened in the car? 


EFT-I looked at the driver again to see if he looked like he was in the 
Mafia and what dad was talking about, and I kind of studied him a 
little bit. I could only see from the top of the shoulder to the top of 
his head, but I noticed he had a round face and head, and he had 
long sideburns and a high or receding hairline. He was dressed a lot 
mote casual than the other two men in the back seat. They had 
suits on, and it looked like they may have had hats on, with brims. 
But like I said, the dtiver was more casual. Then I looked back at 
Ken and said: They've got a big old dog or something down on 
the floor, Ken. And they're trying to keep it down there." Dad said: 
“Who knows? Quit looking,” What was strange to us was the 
driver was mote curious about us than we were about them. We 
didn’t feel threatened or anything, I mean they weren’t doing 
anything to us or making us afraid of anything. We were just 
looking and staring at each other, except for the two men in the 
back seat. They weren’t looking at me at all. 

DWT-Then what 

EFT-Then dad tried to speed up a little, and the other car drifted back in 
the next lane. Then it pulled up right along-side of us again, and the 
same thing went on. I was watching what was going on in the back 
seat and looking back and forth at the driver. Dad told me again to 
“Stop looking, it’s the Mafia. Do you want to end up in the Detroit 
River?" He was getting upset with me for watching, but I couldn't 
help but look. There was definitely something going on back there. 
And it was strange. So, Pm looking and trying not to look at the 


same time. 
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DWT- You told me before where the other car went after that. 


EFT-Oh, yeah. So, dad slowed way down and let them go ahead of us. 
Then we both wete watching them by now as they went up ahead 
in front of us. Then we saw them go across Telegraph at the 
turnaround up ahead of us, and they pulled over and up there 
behind the Raleigh House. You know that banquet place where 
dad was going to go to work at one time? 

DWT- Yeah. I remember him talking about that. It was only the year 
before all this, and he was going to take the job of running the 
Kosher kitchen, but someone told him it was run by the Jewish 
Mafia, so he turned it down. But go on, mom. 

EFT-We were going really slow by then, and both dad and I were really 
cutious about what was happening and why they were so interested 
in us. As we get up to about where the Raleigh House was, that 
was on the other side of Telegraph, and dad and I were both really 
looking pretty close now. And we saw the maroon cat had come to 
a complete stop over behind the right comer of the building. It 
stuck out from the building about two-thirds of a car length, so we 
could see that it was the same car that was following us. Then as 
we looked off to the right, we both noticed a big garbage truck. He 
was just sitting there near the other car that just pulled in. Dad said 
it was a Detroit city garbage truck, like the one he had used over at 
Darby’s. 

DWT-So it sounds to me that dad was positive that Chuckie O'Brien was 
driving the maroon car next to you that day. 

EFT-Well, dad knew him. I didn’t know who Chuckie O’Brien was, not 
at that time. After we got home from visiting with Helen, you were 


there. A few days later, we saw his picture on the news. That’s 
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when I recognized him as the driver. But not at first, it was a few 


days later that they showed a pictute of Chuckie O'Brien. But, 
dad's the one who knew him. He told me, That's Chuckie О? 
Brien! Don't look at them!" 

DW'T-Tell me again, when did you and dad first realize that you most 
likely saw the abduction of Jimmy Hoffa that afternoon? 

EFT-Well, we didn't actually ‘see’ Hoffa. We just saw the driver and the 
men in the back seat of that maroon car they say Hoffa was in. 

DW'T-So, you went off to Helen's- 

EFT-Yes. After that, we just scratched our heads and went off to Helen's. 
We didn't really know what we had actually seen until it all came 
out in the news a couple of days later. 

DWT- So did either you or dad ever tell the police or the FBI what you 
guys saw? 

EFT-No. Dad made me promise not to repeat that to anyone. He was 
emphatic about that. He said, That's the Mafia. You'll end up as 
minced meat." So no, I never told the police about it. 

DWT-Do you think dad might have? 

EFT-No. I'm positive he didn't. Your dad had that thing happen to him 
back at Darby’s with the car that he got from his boss, and he knew 
not to fool around with the Mafia. 

DWT- I remember that story he told us too. About the fuse that fell out 
of the gas tank? 

EFT-Yes, do you remember that? 

DWT-Yep. 


The remainder of our conversation was about the news atticle, and 


we both wondered why they would still be looking for Hoffa’s body 
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somewhere. I knew what I wanted her to do, but I didn't want to get her 


riled up. I calmly asked her if she would be comfortable with the situation 
if I relayed her story to the agent named in the news article? I told her, 
“These guys аге all probably dead, and the Майа isn’t what it used to be. 
Besides, I'm sure that the Hoffa family would really appreciate heating 
about it” and asked if she was open to the idea. 

She answered: “T guess so. Dad isn’t here anymore, and I suppose it 
would be the right thing to do." So, I ended the call with, “Let me call you 
back, mom.” I at once looked up the agent in charge, who was named in 
the article and contacted the Detroit Field Office of the FBI. I gave him a 
replay of the story Frances just repeated to me moments before. He was 
extremely interested in hearing the story and asked me, “Would she be 
willing to meet with a couple of our agents at her place?" She was in an 
apartment in Westland near Detroit. I said, “Let me check, and ГЇЇ get 
back to you.” At this point, I had not yet disclosed her name. Just in case 
she wasn’t willing to talk about it with them in person. 

After I spoke with mom again, I called the field office back to make 
the arrangements for the interview. I said My mother was OK with the 
idea but was a little nervous about it because it’s the first time she would 
be telling it to the authorities. So, she asked me to mention some 
conditions. Like I was negotiating a deal or something, I said, “Frances 
needs to know the exact day and time they will be coming to see her 
because she always keeps her front door to the apartment locked. Let 
them know that she is neatly deaf and wears hearing aids. Tell them don’t 
use the regular doorbell button. She won't be able to hear that one. 
There's a separate loud doorbell that she can hear, and it has a light sensor, 
so she sees the light go off whenever someone is at the door.” Then I 


added, “She can’t see very well, so when they get to the door, she will be 
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able to look through the peephole to see who it is.” He agreed so far. 


“One more thing. Tell them not to wear any hats." Mom told me that 
twice, “No hats." I think she had seen “Тһе Godfather" by now and 
connected hats with the Mafia. 

The agent agreed to all the conditions, and I called Frances to let her 
know they will be setting it up and getting back to us shortly. Just before 
the scheduled interview on June 27, 2006, I called mom again, so she was 
aware that the two men were safe, and she could open the door. Нег 
neighborhood had its share of problems, so it comforted her to know in 
advance of any visitors. She would not open the door to a stranger 
ordinarily. When I phoned her, I said, “There will be two FBI agents there 
to see you on June 27, 2006, at (I don’t recall the time), and they won’t be 
wearing hats." She was very relieved to hear that part. 

After the interview, my mother called me to tell me how it went. She 
described it as follows: “Теге were two men, and they were both very 
pleasant. They were here for quite some time and took a lot of notes. 
They asked me a lot of questions. I told them, and I made sure they knew 
that dad was not involved with the Mafia in any way. He just knew who 
they were from working at Darby’s all those years. They asked me all 
about the maroon car, and how dad knew that it was definitely Chuckie 
O’Brien that was driving. I just told them what I remembered. When they 
left, they handed me a business card, and they told me, “Thank you. These 
people aren't a threat anymore. They are all either in prison or have died. We just want to 
pass the story along to the Hoffa family so they can have closure.” 

“That’s what they said as they left the apartment and handed me 
their business card.” She held on to their business card and put it in her 
‘important’ drawer. I still have it in my collection of her belongings from 


2007, when she moved out to live with me in Napa, California. 
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On June 26,2006, Elizabeth Frances Tubman Ward was 
interviewed at her home. After being advised of the identity of 
the interviewing Agents and the purpose of the interview Ward 
provided the following information: 


Kenneth Edmund Tubman was the husband of Ward until 
1987 when he died of prostate cancer. Tubman worked in the 
restaurant business all his life. Tubman worked for the Darby 
Restaurant, The Rotunda Country Inn, and the Walnut Lake Country 
Club. Tubman applied to work at the Raleigh House and was 
interviewed for a job. During the interview he was given a tour 
of the facility. Tubman described the cooking area to Ward as 
having a stainless steel kitchen, a stainless steel cutting 
block, a walk in freezer, a hamburger grinder, and an area to 
butcher their own beef. Tubman was offered a job at the Raleigh 
House but declined the offer after finding out the Raleigh House 
was owned and operated by the "mob." He knew of individuals in 
the "mob" because of his occupation but did not associate with 
them. 


On July 30, 1975, Tubman and Ward were traveling to 
their daughters home, in Waterford, Michigan, for a family 
camping trip. They were driving Southbound on Telegraph Road and 
passed the Machus Red Fox restaurant, 6676 Telegraph Road, 
Bloomfield Township, Michigan. Ward described the traffic that 
day as being very light and that they were the only ones on the 
road. Soon after they passed the Machus Red Fox, at 
approximately 2:30 P.M., a large Maroon car, possibly an El 
Dorado, passed them traveling Southbound on Telegraph Road. 


When the driver passed Ward and Tubman he "looked them 
up and down." The driver had a round face, long sideburns, red 
hair, a receding hairline, and was wearing a white collared 
shirt. Tubman recognized the driver and advised Ward that it was bé 
b7C 


In the backseat of the vehicle were two white men 
wearing dark suits and felt hats. The two men were hunched over 
with their knees close to their chests. The man in the back seat 
on the passenger side of the vehicle had both hands down towards 
the floorboard. The rear passenger on the driver side had his 
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left hand down toward the floorboard and his right hand up in 
the air, pulling on a leash or rope. Ward could not see what was 
on the floorboard but Speculated that they were trying to hold a 
dog or something down on the floor. 


The Maroon vehicle passed Ward and Tubman's vehicle and 
proceeded South on Telegraph. The vehicle went to the Raleigh 
House,25300 Telegraph Road, Southfield, Michigan, and pulled 
into the back. Ward recalls Seeing a large garbage truck at the 
Raleigh house and that there was no one around the building at 
the time. 


Ward and Tubman then continued to their daughters home 
and went camping. Ward and Tubman returned from camping an bé 
the news about James Riddle Hoffa. Ward saw pictures of b7C 
on the news and television and recognized him from the 
aroon car. It wasn't until then that Ward and Tubman suspected 
that Hoffa may have been on the floorboard of the Maroon car. 
Tubman advised Ward never to speak of what she saw for fear of 
being killed.

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Thats it! My mother was so relieved to have finally done what she 


had wanted to do for many, many years. Even when dad was alive, she 
had always wanted to tell the police or someone. But he insisted that she 
keep it to herself. I didn't ask the FBI for a transcript at the time. I didn’t 
even realize that you could do that. We both felt good and maybe a little 
vindicated that the “Tubman Family Secret’ was no longer private, but 
safely in the right hands now. What convinced Frances she did the right 
thing, was the Hoffa family would have ‘closure’ with the information. It 
also was reassuring that they told her the Mafia wasn’t even around 
anymore. 


So, we thought. 


A personal note about Frances. 

She never wanted to get married again after Ken passed away. They 
had been married for forty-four years when he died in 1987 from prostate 
cancer. But, at around age 86, a man she and dad had known for many 
years, Robert Ward, had kept goading her to marry him. After all, she told 
me she could use the companionship, so she finally relented. The problem 
was that Bob’s children and nobody in his family thought to inform mom 
before the wedding that Robert was in advanced stages of Alzheimer's. 
He only lived about a year after they married. That will explain why 
“Ward” follows her official name on the transcript. “Elizabeth Frances 
Tubman-Watd." 
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Author’s Transcript Notes- 


I never requested a copy of her transcript until May of 2009. 
It just didn’t occur to me that we needed to, nor if we were 
allowed to ask for a copy of their notes. We both felt it was 
delivered into the right hands, and we left it at that. But in 2009, I 
ordered a copy of the transcript after speaking with Barbara Ann 
Crancer and learned that she had never heard the story from the 
FBI. It irked me that they would decide to withhold it. So, I made 
a request for a copy, and in a couple of months, I received the 
preceding document. 

I do see that the agents got a couple of small details 
incorrectly. Either they had a couple of suggestions for Frances, 
and she simply agreed, or it could have just been nerves. She made 
a couple of mistakes on a couple of items. But the core details are 
still there. 

For instance: It wasn’t “Waterford Michigan,” it was 
“Westland,” where my sister lived at the time. It wasn’t “Walnut 
Lake Country Club,” where my dad had also worked after 
Darby's, it was the “Shenandoah Golf and Country Club.” I 
worked with him there briefly as I attended Eastern Michigan for 
a few years. There were so many lakes around Pontiac that I 
would often get confused about which one was which. But I really 
think she had to have just been pretty nervous about the FBI 
sitting in front of her and asking her lots of detailed questions. 

And lastly, I never heard her call the kind of car they saw was 
an “El Dorado.” She didn't even know car models. But in her 
mind, a luxury саг would be something like a big “Lincoln 


Continental. Which coincidentally, looks identical to the Lincoln- 
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Mercury Marquis Brougham that year. She didn’t know one car 


model from the next otherwise. 

Another observation that I make from reading the official 
FBI transcript is that the agents had only notated that the maroon 
vehicle had pulled up alongside Frances and Ken just once. I am 
certain Frances would have told them it happened all the way 
down Telegraph as the two cars drove toward 10-Mile. The 
transcript looked more like a “Cliffs Notes’ version, instead of a 
full report. It was really light on the details in that respect. 

I don’t know who made the decision to withhold the agent’s 
transcript from the Hoffa family. Maybe someone higher up 
figured it wasn’t worthy of repeating. In any case, the other 
witness accounts mentioning “The Raleigh House” had also been 
filtered out, as I discovered with a call to the Hoffa family in 2009. 


The story never made it to them. 
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CHAPTER 6 


The Movie “HOFFA” 
2009- The Hoffa Family-Eyenitness Home-Video 


2007-FRANCES TURNS 90. After my mother gave the interview 
in 2006, we hardly mentioned the ‘Hoffa Story’ again. Mom was 
finally able to get it off her chest by telling the FBI her story. Then 
in March of 2007, mom was turning 90 years old, so my brother 
Ken and I flew to Detroit for a surprise visit to help her and the 
family celebrate her birthday. We had no idea how her health 
really was, it was hard to figure out from twenty-five hundred 
miles away. But we kept it a secret from mom, and when we got 
to Detroit, Ken and I helped arrange the party with our sister, 


Helen, and set up in her basement. 


Looking back, it seems kind of cruel now, but at the time, we 
were in the ‘surprise mode.’ I bought twenty-five pairs of ‘Schnoz 
glasses’ from the dollar store and suggested everybody where 
them as a prank while we all waited in the basement for mom to 
come down the stairs. Then we would all yell, “Surprise!” Then we 
could even make a game out of it and have her try and guess who 
each of us was behind the 'schnoz' glasses. Since she didn’t know 
my brother, Ken, and I were going to be there-we would hold off 
till last and be the surprise guests. It seemed like an amusing idea. 

She was pretty good at guessing some and completely 
stumped at guessing others. And it came down to just Ken and 
me who she hadn't guessed ‘who’s behind the glasses. Helen was 


bringing her around the circle to each party guest who kept their 
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disguise glasses on till she had a chance to guess who they were. 


She came to my brother Ken, and she can’t quite figure out who 
he is, so he takes off the glasses and says, "Surprise" Mom says, 
“Who аге your” I ribbed my brother about that the whole trip. 

But it was an eye-opener, to say the least. We realized mom’s 
macular degeneration was getting worse. Ken and I stayed about a 
week then flew back home to Napa, California, where we both 
lived at the time. Later in the year, I kept wondering how she was 
doing and how she was managing everything. My sister, Helen, 
lived nearby, but Frances always acted independently, and Helen 
could only do so much for her. So, I planned to fly back to 
Detroit again so I could get a closer look at her health situation. 

I tried to set up systems and regular places for her keys, her 
glasses, and things she was always looking for while I was there. I 
saw a pile of unopened bills from credit card companies. 
Amazingly they were all current, but she was only able to make the 
interest-only payments on them. I did a budget, and she seemed to 
be relieved when I told her, “Don’t pay the credit cards anymore, 
mom.” I put them in a rubber band and said, “you can’t afford 
to.” 

I did some minor repairs for her around the apartment and 
got a Jitterbug phone, with huge numbers on the keypad that lit 
up so she could see it better. She wanted to cook me a nice dinner, 
so we went to Kroger’s for a few things. 

I wanted to see how she was able to drive, so I let her drive 
to the Kroger's, which was about a mile away, while I observed 
from the passenger seat. We got to the store, and she parked away 


from everybody else, then we both went in and got some things. 
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Then she drove back to her apartment. I said, *Mom. That was 


amazing. I didn't know you could still see so well." She answered, 

“Oh, I just count the treetops, and on the sixth treetop, I turn left 
and go to the end of the island and turn left again into the parking 
lot. I park away from everyone, so I don't bump into them. Then 

on the way back, I count the trees again and park next to the wall 

in my spot." 

It was that night I was talking to my wife as I sat on the 
kitchen floor in tears. “I don’t know what to do, I really don't 
know what to do." MY wife Judy tried to console me, but it 
seemed she had the right answer and said, “Do you think your 
mom would consider moving in with us?" It was a hatd sell. 
Would she ever consider leaving her daughter, Helen? And what 
would the family here think? It took some hard-sell tactics while I 
was there and later when I got home but kept trying to sell her 
with my best sales pitch: “Come to Napa-The Last Resort." I 
convinced her that she should try it out, and if she didn’t like it, 
she could keep her apartment and always come back to it. That 
was the closing statement. She relented and decided to ‘try it out.’ 

I made arrangements for her to come but made sure it was 
after she had spent that Thanksgiving in Detroit with the Kersten 
side of the family. Then a couple of days later, I flew back out to 
Detroit to help her pack and ship some things ahead. We would 
fly back together. While at the Detroit Metro airport, it was very 
crowded at the gate, and mom had to use the restroom. I had to 
keep our seats and watch our carry-on luggage, so I stayed behind 
as she set out for the restroom, which I could see, but it was about 


fifty yards away. I watched ever so curiously as she wandered 
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towatds the bathrooms. She had a cane, so she walked slowly but 
surely with it. I watched as she slowly drifted to the right. Instead 
of going straight towards the ladies’ room, she disappeared behind 
a bank of pay-phones, and I lost her. 

Then I felt a sigh of relief when she reappeared again. Now 
she was right in front of the entrance to the men’s room. I saw a 
man pointing her over that way, to the other bathroom, then I 
watched her continue as she made her way over to the ladies’ 
room. I thought to myself, “Good job, mom. Whew-She did it!” 

Then I cautiously watched for her to resurface from the 
ladies’ room so I could monitor her journey back to the seat 
where I was waiting with our bags. She started towards me but 
then she drifted over behind those phones again where I couldn’t 
see her. She reappeared from behind the phone bank again and 
over to our seats. I was so glad that it was over. Then I noticed 
she was laughing and asked what was so funny. “How did it go?” 

Frances admitted that she couldn’t see that well and went to 
the wrong bathroom. She ended up in front of the men’s room. 
“But this nice man pointed me over where the ladies’ room was 
and got me going in the right direction.” She was about to go on 
into the ladies' room but struck up a conversation with this other 
lady. Frances was talking to her for a minute or two. Then she 
started to notice the other lady had a cane too, just like hers. 
Frances looked a bit closer and began to realize it was her own 
reflection in a full-length wall mirror, she had been talking with. 
Then she turned and went into the restroom. She said she must 
have been hearing the voices from the other women nearby 


before she caught on. We both had a good long laugh. I told her I 
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was going to get her a full-length mirror for her bedroom when 
we get back to Napa so she would have someone to talk to 
whenever she wanted. 

Regarding Frances’ health, her doctors in Detroit had two 
pages of medications for her. For the next several months after 
moving to Napa, my wife, Judy, and I became her accountability 
partners. Frances knocked off the miniature candy bars and knew 
her vitals at all times. Together we whittled it down to just two 
medications. One for her eyes and the other was a blood thinner 
for high blood pressure. She was ultimately off her diabetes 


medicine and all the others they had her on. 


The movie ‘HOFFA’ with Jack Nicholson was on cable. 
One night in May of 2009, Mom and I were sitting down 
together and decided to watch a movie and relax. I checked and 
saw that the film “Hoffa,” with Jack Nicholson was on cable. Of 
course. Since neither of us had ever seen it, we watched it. We 
viewed it as if it were an actual documentary. In my view, it is the 
best of all the Hoffa movies ever made. When it came to the 
ending, where some young punk shoots Jimmy Hoffa as he was 
sitting in the back seat of a car in the parking lot of some sleazy 
diner, mom and I just turned and looked at each other, and we 


both went, “pfft! What was that?" 


2009-The movie “Hoffa” had regenerated my curiosity 
again. Over the next several days in May of 2009, I began 
searching for more information. I went online and started by 
using the keyword: “Hoffa.” I ran across so much in the way of 


news articles. I found a great website with every newspaper article 
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that matched the word ‘Hoffa.’ My favorite site was 


‘Newspapers.com.’. This was the birthing phase of my research, so 
I began to collect information about the Hoffa case for the very 
first time. 

I learned early that Jimmy Hoffa had two adult children. 
Barbara Ann, and James Jr. Since I had four children of my own, I 
could relate to the sadness of the situation of their losing a father. 
On the other hand, I also learned about all of the violence that 
surrounded Hoffa’s life. When I zeroed in on the aspect of 
Hoffa's family life, that affected me the most. It was the thought 
that kids and grandkids had to continue on without their father 
and grandfather. I have three girls and a son myself, and fathers’ 
day was soon approaching in a few weeks. I think it motivated me 
to contact someone in the Hoffa family and ask if they had ever 
heard anything from the FBI. I knew that they surely would have 
been given the story by then. 

I searched online for the family of Jimmy Hoffa. I saw the 
name James P. Hoffa, but when I discovered he was the current 
president of the Teamsters, I reasoned it wasn’t such a good idea. 
I thought Га better make the call to the other one, his daughter, 
‘Barbara Ann Crancer?’ At least she was connected with the St 


Louis Attorney General’s office. That would be my choice. 


The Call to Barbara Ann Crancer (Hoffa’s daughter)- 

In the mean-time, I also ran across the name of one man who 
was primarily responsible for the ‘taking down of the Detroit 
Mafia. His name was Keith Corbett. There was a phone number 


for him in a town near Oak Park, where I grew up, so I was 
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familiar with the area. I tried the number, and he answered. I gave 
him a brief outline of the story, but the purpose of the call was to 
ask him if it was 'safe' to call Barbara Ann Crancer and tell her 
about it. He assured me it was safe, and that's when I learned 
about her connection to the AG office. Mr. Corbett said he was 
retired from law enforcement, so the story was not something of 
interest to him. I thanked him and ventured on to Mts. Crancet. 

I called the number I had found and spoke at first with 
Robert Crancer, her husband. I gave Robert an abridged version 
and asked his permission to talk with Barbara. He felt his wife 
would be very interested in hearing the story and that he would 
have her call me back when she was home. Later in the evening, I 
got the call from Mrs. Crancer and told the story in substantially 
more detail. 

The motivation for making the call was my appreciation for 
the special relationship that I have with my own three daughters 
and son. I imagined how she must have had a special father- 
daughter relationship with her own dad as well. I felt she deserved 
to know the story in the event she had not heard it and to fill in 
the details if she had any questions. 

It turns out that the FBI did not relay the story from my 
mother's interview back in 2006, as they promised they would. So, 
this was all brand new to her. She never heard of any eyewitness 
accounts connecting her father’s disappearance with The Raleigh 
House. She didn’t know that anyone had identified Chuckie 
O’Brien as the actual driver of the Mercury. There was no 
mention to her about the garbage truck that my parents saw 


parked and waiting behind the Raleigh House, either. Barbara Ann 
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asked how my dad knew who Chuckie O’Brien was. I mentioned 


his long-term job at Darby’s and the many Mafia figures who 
came in to eat over the years. 

Then it floored me when she asked, “Why didn’t your father 
ever say something before?” I guess I wasn’t entirely expecting 
such a direct question. But instantly, I recalled when dad was 
targeted by the Mafia back in 1968 at Darby’s. The fuse in the gas 
tank story I mentioned earlier. It seemed the proper answer. It was 
at that point that I felt she might think I was calling apologetically 
about the fact he never went to the police about it in all those 
years. But then she went on and said: “Your dad did the right 
thing. The Mafia was evil and vicious back then.” I hadn’t really 
considered that I might need to seek forgiveness for my father’s 
inaction. In her comment, “Your dad was right,” I realized that 
she knew all too well the brutality of the Mob, in a personal way. 
Who was I to question why my dad did not go to the police? I 
guess I needed to hear that. 

In closing, I asked her if the story could help her with any 
other leads that she already knew about. She thanked me for the 
story and said the information was appreciated and was quite 
interesting. But it doesn’t appear to be “actionable.” I guess that’s 
‘legalese,’ which means there was nothing she can use to go 
forwatd legally. At that point, I settled back in my chair. I said 
something like, “Well, if you ever do hear anything else that 
mentions “The Raleigh House,’ then you might consider it 


legitimate." She thanked me again for the call and the story. 
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The FBI lied to Frances- 


When I hung up, I felt both relief and despair. I was relieved 
that I had overcome the nerve to call the Hoffa family. I was also 
saddened that it would not have an influence in the ongoing 
investigation about what happened to Hoffa after he was 
abducted from the Red Fox. 

I was mostly upset that the FBI did not pass the story along 
as they had promised my mother. It took a lot for Frances to 
muster up the nerve to finally go to the authorities with the 
information on June 27, 2006. When I told her about my call to 
Hoffa's daughter, she felt the FBI promise demeaned her and her 
willingness to come forward with it. FBI agents exploited her 
sincerity after they pounded her with all those questions and took 
notes like they were seriously interested in what she had to say to 
them. But the part about the Hoffa family needs ‘closure’ was all 
bullshit. 

I discovered later there was some essential information that 
the FBI filtered from the Hoffa family. It made me question if the 
FBI was even serious about wanting to resolve the Hoffa case. 
But fortunately, that ire gave me the incentive to create the home- 
video interview I did with Frances, so she can tell the whole story 
in her own words. She was the eyewitness, so it would mean more 
if it came directly from her lips, and it was her image in front of 
the camera. 

Immediately after the call with Barbara Ann, I made the 
video. Frances was 92 years old at the time. If I didn't get the 
story preserved with her direct image and testimony on camera, I 


might have regretted it for the rest of my life. Yes, it was kind of 
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late in the game at 92, but she had always amazed me whenever I 
wasn't sure she could handle doing something, Frances had 
proven she was quite capable. But, of course! Frances was also a 


regarded member of “The Greatest Generation.’ Wasn't she? 


May of 2009 / Making of the eyewitness Home-Video 

I set up my video camera next to the dining table and started 
to ask her questions on camera. I started with an easy one, 
“When’s your birthday?” She answered my question with her own 
question. “June 13?” I knew in advance that she would not get the 
answers right on specific items if I were to ask. She would not 
have known who the current president was. She might not even 
get her own birthday correct, depending on whether she had just 
taken her blood pressure medication. But I wanted to show if 
someone were to view the video, they would know her ability to 
recall was waning. Although she could not remember her birthday, 
she remembered mine (June 13"). 

I wanted her to feel relaxed, so we simply had a conversation 
on video. The more relaxed and comfortable she felt, the easier it 
would be to remember the crucial details of her story. 

“Mom, do you remember the story about you and dad when 
you were driving on Telegraph Road back when Jimmy Hoffa 
disappeared?” It was a slow start, and I tried to only offer the 
minimum number of keywords here and there to trigger her ability 
to recall. At a certain point in the video interview, you will sense 
when it happens, she went to town and recounted the whole story 


in her own wotds. 
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Fortunately, this allowed me to preserve the ‘Hoffa Story’ 


being told by an actual eyewitness, in her own words, with her on 
a video camera. At times, when she needed hand gestures to 
augment the story, Frances would use her hands to represent the 
two vehicles as they drove together down Telegraph Road. She 
even remembered the name of the road and vividly remembered 
how Telegraph Road was split up the middle with a ‘grassy 
median.’ It had several lanes going in each direction. Frances then 
gestured with both hands representing the Mercury as it pulled 
behind the Raleigh House and parked 2/3 of the car length 
beyond the building. And she added there was the garbage truck 
already parked next to where the car had stopped. “A Detroit City 
Garbage Truck,” she said, to be more specific. 

She thoroughly described the driver of the Mercury once 
again as having a round face and long sideburns. I may have over 
coached her about what he was wearing. I thought that during one 
telling of the story years ago, she had said Chuckie O’Brien had on 
a white sweater. So, I ended up steering her wrong on that. 
However, in the actual FBI transcript, Frances got it entirely right. 
She told the agents that O’Brien was wearing a white sport-shirt 
with a high collar that afternoon. In very recent research in 2019, I 
learned that Frances was absolutely spot on about what O'Brien 
wore. A white sport shirt was according to the HOFFEX memo. 


He was not wearing a sport-jacket or tie.

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You now have the whole story, but wouldn't it be nice to 
hear it directly from an eyewitness, herself? 

I think most of you would agree that for Frances, at age 92, 
to remember something so vividly from thirty-four years earlier 
(as of 2009), was nothing short of remarkable. Frances could 
hardly remember things like her own birthday, and she was in the 
very eatly stages of dementia. But this memorable event 
concerning the thirty-minute-time period from 2:30 to 3:00 wound 
up being so deeply ingrained into her memory bank, it could not 
be erased.

I added one more keyword in my online research: 


Frances passed away at age 94 on Januaty 3, 2011, after a 
long-term deep cold that prompted a massive stroke. She faced 
being confined to a hospital bed for the rest of her life and lost 
her gag reflex. Even a drop of water on her lips made het feel like 
she was drowning. After the call to Mrs. Crancer in 2009, I had 
put the Hoffa story on virtual hold. But now I began reflecting on 
my mother and father's life. I wasn’t convinced I was to give up 
on learning more about the Hoffa case, and how my parent’s 
account would fit into the overall picture. 

So far, the FBI had heard it. A member of the Hoffa family 
has heard it. I didn’t know what I was supposed to do with the 
eyewitness account, or was I supposed to let it die along with 
Frances? I went online once again. But this time, it dawned on me 
to add one more keyword: Not just “Hoffa,” I would also add the 
words: “Raleigh House” to the search bar. The news articles lit 
up all over the results tab. It was the first time I had ever 
discovered news stories about other “Raleigh House” witness 
accounts. 

One, in particular, was October 3, 1975, in the Detroit Free 
Press and also in other papers around the country. In the article, it 
outlined that the FBI and when it went to The Raleigh House on 
two occasions to investigate a tip they received. The FBI called the 
lead, “The most reliable and workable lead they had so far.” It was 
because of “the way in which they learned of it, which they 


refused to discuss." They said that “some parts of it are based on 
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known hatd facts." They would not name the witness who gave 
them the lead but assigned a number to them for their protection. 

It turns out that the FBI and several agents went to The 
Raleigh House on September 22, then once again just one week 
later on September 29, 1975. That would have been within six 
weeks of the main event. The intense interest by the FBI was the 
first confirmation I had ever run across that would match up 
exactly with what my parents had always said. It had mentioned 
“The Raleigh House.” 

I thought back to my call with Barbara Ann Crancer. I wasn’t 
about to bother her again. But it was another case of the FBI not 
passing information along to the Hoffa family about the Raleigh 
House. Barbara had never heard it mentioned before I called her 
either. 

The two visits to the Raleigh House were so close to the 
disappearance, that it would have been critically important 
information to pass along to the family. The newspapers got hold 
of it as it was revealed by the FBI. It is included in the FOIPA 
files, which I ordered on February 5, 2019, asking for the Raleigh 
House interview transcripts from July 30 to September 30, 1975. I 
received 45-pages in September 2019. The files were heavily 


redacted, but some information can be gleaned from them. 
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CHAPTER 7 


The Alibi 
The Agenda/ The Fzsb/ The Mercury 


The HOFFEX Memo is a 57-page synopsis. 

It contains all the accumulated evidence which was 
compiled by the FBI in 1976. It has unredacted testimony and lists 
all of the detailed evidence the FBI had access to in 1976. I have 
cited it on many occasions as I was compiling this book. It is the 
most explicit file where much information can be found to 
substantiate or refute most claims by Chuckie O’Brien and others 
interviewed by the FBI.

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Missed Flight to Toronto in am: 


I believe there was much more to the missed Toronto flight 
than was given attention by FBI interviewers. He was slated to 
join Robert Holmes, Sr. on a union trip to Toronto on the 
morning of Hoffa's disappearance. 

What was the real reason Chuckie O’Brien did not go to 
Toronto that morning? He said it was a waste of the day, and that 
he had to pack his belongings for the upcoming move to the 
south. If that was his activity for the day, then it would make 
perfect sense. However, the damn fish showed up, and that 
became the all-important mission for the day, instead of his main 
priority of packing up his things. 

When interviewed later, Fitzsimmons said that packing for 
the move was not as imminent as O'Brien made it out to be. It 
should not have caused him to miss the Toronto trip. 

It was obviously a last-minute decision to skip the trip. 
Robert Holmes Sr. made a statement that he had been waiting for 
O’Brien at the Detroit Metro Airport in vain, as O’Brien just 
didn't show up. Holmes Sr. was totally unaware Chuckie wasn't 
going to go. 

Then at 7:15 am, O'Brien called the son, Robert Holmes Jr. 
for a ride from the Red Fox to Trumbull for work. Since he had 
to make a call to the son, Robert Holmes Jr., for a lift to work, 
this also shows missing the flight was a sudden decision. 


Otherwise, the request for a ride would not have been necessary. 
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'The Southfield Athletic Club: 


Did Chuckie O’Brien go there or not on July 30, 1975? 

Which time did Chuckie lie about? The first time or the 
times after that? O’Brien had told reporters and the FBI that at 
2:20 pm he went from Holmes to the Southfield Athletic Club to 
see ‘Uncle Tony. While he was there, he had received two $100 
bills from Tony as a graduation present for O’Brien’s two children 
from his first marriage. He later recanted the story and said he did 
not go there after all, and that he lied. 

There are some fascinating new details about the initial 
claim by O'Brien. The information is provided in the new book, 
“In Hoffa's Shadow,” by Chuckie O'Brien's step-son, Jack 
Goldsmith (Pgs. 222-223). On these two pages, O’Brien attributes 
the false story about the club visit to Tony Giacalone. Chuckie 
explains that during the meeting with Tony at Joey’s apartment on 
July 31, Uncle Tony made a request of him. He asked Chuckie to 
“tell anyone that asks, especially cops or journalists, that he 
stopped by the SAC to see him (Tony). And that he was given the 
$100 bills.” 

This was supposed to bolster the alibi about Giacalone 
being at the club. The rationale would follow that the alibi request 
from Tony would prove O’Brien’s innocence. Why would 
Giacalone have asked O'Brien to do this for him if he knew that 
Chuckie would be a primary suspect and driving his son's car as 
well? I didn't follow the logic to that conclusion, myself. Since 
Tony Giacalone spent the entire day mustering up actual 
eyewitnesses to his being at the club all day, why would a false 


claim from O’Brien be needed as well? Especially if he knew

O’Brien wasn't even present. Why would he risk such a 


blundering request? 


Other conjectures about the Southfield Athletic Club are 
mentioned in the HOFFEX memo. 

Could it be that Chuckie O’Brien actually did go to meet 
with Tony after all? The agents who interrogated him said there 
was a witness at the SAC who said they saw O’Brien with Tony 
Giacalone at around 2:30 pm. (HOFFEX, pg. 34). That sure does 
tie O’Brien and Tony into “Ге Gap’ time frame, doesn't it? 

Using ‘approximated times’ seems to be liberally applied 
throughout the O’Brien testimony. FBI interviewers believe 
O’Brien did, in fact, go to the SAC to get last-minute instructions 
and possibly to bail on the plan. That conclusion is 


unsubstantiated by others who gave statements, however. 


Joey Giacalone was spotted at the Southfield Athletic Club: 

There was one other witness interviewed who wotked at the 
SAC that day. A washing machine repair person who said he saw 
Tony Giacalone's son, Joey, at the SAC at 1:00 and again at about 
4:00 pm that day. If that were true, then O’Brien had no reason to 
drive to Lift-All and would have only had to pick up Joey from 
the club on Evergreen and head straight to Trumbull. Just a 


mention because it was included in there. 
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Author's Notes- 


Where did Chuckie O’Brien really go? 

We can rule out The Southfield Athletic Club. Not because 
we ate convinced that he didn't go there, but because it does not 
alter the timeline during “Ге Gap’ (2:30 to 3:30 pm). In the Jax 
Kar Wash section, we will challenge whether O’Brien even had 
the car washed. The gas charge slip is also subject to being proven. 
But, because it also does not affect “The Gap,’ we shall leave it in 


the itinerary as well. 


Hence, the only three places that Chuckie O’Brien claims he 
drove to that day were: 
1)- Arrived at 1:15 pm at The Holmes residence in 
Farmington Hills. 
2)- Arrived at 2:20 pm at Jax Kar wash (Undocumented). 
3)- Arrived 4:00 pm at Joey Giacalone’s business in Detroit. 
(Per Joey G.). That would only be 33.7 miles /42-minute 
drive-time. Why does there always seem to be a 60 to a 


90-minute ‘Gap’ in time? (Because 2+2 = 4). 


“In the vicinity of the Red Fox at 2:30 pm”- 

O’Brien admitted to driving the 1975 marron Mercury 
Marquis all day long. He denied that Hoffa was in the car during 
his travels that day. O’Brien was pressed about having been seen 
neat The Machus Red Fox around 2:30 pm. He admits that he did 
drive the Mercury somewhere ‘in the vicinity’ of the Machus Red 
Fox around that time. What destination would that have been? 
After scratching off the Southfield Athletic Club, all that was left 
was Holmes and Jax Kar Wash. Both in Farmington Hills and 
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nowhere in the vicinity of Telegraph and 15-mile roads. Jax Kar 
Wash was the last stopping place, but that location is a good 12 


miles away from Machus, and at least a twenty-minute drive-time. 


Author's Note- 
I think O'Brien just wasn’t well-coached by his lone arranger Tony 
Giacalone. The plotters never planned on so many witnesses 
being involved in the main event. I read somewhere that if they 
had it to do over again, they would have ‘popped Hoffa in the 
parking lot and sped off.’ Instead, the story has hampered the 
mob’s activities ever since. 

To me, it appears from the start of questioning that O’Brien 
was left to shoot from the hip. And he wasn’t one to think 
cleverly enough to make it up as he went along. It’s like he said 


things as they popped into his head, whether it made sense or not. 


7B- The 16# Salmon- 

Such little lies to bother with, so why did he tell them? The 
delivery company said Carol Davis signed for a 16 lb. Coho 
Salmon. Other accounts say O’Brien signed for a 40 Ib. Salmon. 
(yet another story said it was 24 lbs.). The fish company that 
shipped the Salmon said the fish was sealed, then sealed again, and 
if it leaked at all, it would be less than half a teacup. But according 
to O’Brien, the fish blood was leaking profusely and dripping 
evetywhere. There was fish blood all over Chuckie O'Brien, his 
pants, and his shirt. It was all over the front and back seats of the 
Mercury. When it was removed from the car, it was still dripping 
unceasingly, as it dripped all through the garage and onto the 


kitchen floor at the Holmes residence. 
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That was one bloody fish-It was an utter mess, it seems. 

It turns out that this crucial fish delivery had become the 
‘sole’ purpose for Chuckie O'Brien's day (sorry, that pun was 
intended). When it arrived at 11:45 am-That is when Chuckie 
decided that he was volunteering to make the delivery to the 
Holmes residence, himself. This fish occupied his entire day. As 
soon as it arrived, he was on top of it. He had no car available 
because his own car was repossessed long before, and he had 
flown in from West Memphis, Arkansas. The primary purpose of 
going to Detroit was to pack up his belongings for the move. 

The keys were lost for the union station wagon (disputed by 
others). He had to make special arrangements to borrow Joey 
Giacalone’s brand new car to take the fish to Farmington Hills at 
noon. O’Brien’s revised itinerary and alibi show, after the dust 
settles, that he had no other purpose for the extensive driving 
around, except to deliver the fish. 

You'd have to presume that his official union business trip 
to Toronto was far less important than getting that Salmon over 
to Robert Holmes. When he said, he volunteered to deliver it. 


That suggests he had nothing else better to do.

In the upcoming ‘Jax Kar Wash’ section, there is a 
fascinating new twist to that discussion. It may very well hold the 
secret to whether Hoffa was really in the car. (In answer to a 


recent statement floating around that he wasn't). 


Who was in the Mercury, and why would Jimmy Hoffa feel 
comfortable about getting in? 

Hoffa would put up the fight of his life, as two men would press 
him to the floorboard of the саг. It's no consolation but, I can assure the 
Hoffa family that Jimmy Hoffa went down, but not without giving them 
the fight of his life. Hoffa's doctor said of Jimmy, “Hoffa was strong as an 
ox. If someone did try to kill him, he would put up a tremendous fight." 
Well, he did. 

He knew all 3 men and believed it was reasonable they would be in 
the car.

There were very few people that Hoffa trusted. Although 
Hoffa and O’Brien were estranged, it was not a trust issue. 
O’Brien was still high on the list of familiarity. Hoffa even tried to 
contact O’Brien to make amends, but never got a return call from 
him. Investigations have narrowed the field to two of the 
following people who may have been in the car with Hoffa and 
O’Brien. Mafia-Wiki says the FBI released a memo summarizing 
their most reliable findings. It cited the primary suspects besides 


Chuckie O’Brien, Salvatore Briguglio, his brother Gabriel, and two 
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other brothers Stephen and Thomas Andretta. Vito ‘Billy Jack’ 


Giacalone, was also a strong suspect. Vito was with Tony 
Giacalone on July 26 at Hoffa's home to arrange the July 30 


meeting. 


The claim: “Hoffa was never in the 1975 Mercury”- 

I read the recent book: “In Hoffa's Shadow” by Jack 
Goldsmith (Chuckie O’Brien’s stepson). I ran across a claim 
which declares that Jimmy Hoffa was not in the Mercury driven 
by Chuckie O’Brien on July 30, 1975. The proof presented states 
that the FBI had been using the ‘wrong time’ all along to analyze 
Chuckie O'Brien's itinerary for the day. Much of that claim relies 
on Louis Linteaus' claim that Jimmy Hoffa made the call to him at 
3:30 pm. 

Louis Linteau returned to Airport Service Lines after 
missing Hoffa's visit to ASL at 1:30 eatlier in the day. Linteau and 
his close business associate, Cynthia Green, left just shortly before 
Hoffa stopped by. Linteau and Green had left for lunch and did a 
few errands. 

According to Linteau, they returned to ASL at about 3:05 
pm. Then he called local 299 and spoke with Thomas Carson 
(Detroit Metro Airport supervisor). Then immediately after the 
call with Carson, he talked to Jimmy Hoffa at 3:30 pm. 

The basis of the statement “Hoffa wasn’t in the Mercury” 
weighs almost entirely on Grand Jury testimony (September 1975) 
by Linteau, his close business associate Cynthia Green, and his 


trusted driver, Elmer Reeves and a few other paid employees. 
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Accotding to the book, the grand jury testimony went like 


this: 

-Louis Linteau said the call from Hoffa came in at 3:30 pm. 
-Cynthia Green said the call came in between 3:00 and 3:30 pm. 
-Elmer Reeves (driver) said the call came in between 3:00 and 
3:30 pm. Elmer Reeves also said he announced the call from 


Hoffa while Linteau was talking with Carson on the other line. 


Here's why the Linteau claim is all-important for the leading 
statement to be true. If Hoffa called ASL at 3:30 pm, then it 
would follow that Jimmy Hoffa was still alive at the 3:30 mark. If 
Hoffa was still alive, then he could not have been in the Mercury 
with O’Brien because at 4:30, he was seen at Trumbull. That 
doesn’t leave time for O’Brien to pick up Hoffa and then drop 
him off somewhere else (location unknown). 
I trust that I interpreted that correctly and fairly. 

The sourced information draws upon a 2002 FBI report. 
That was 4 years before the FBI interviewed the surviving 
eyewitness, Frances Tubman, which didn’t happen until June 27, 
2006. Her eyewitness statements give brand new insight into the 
Hoffa case. Especially about the timeframe between 2:30 to 3:30 
pm. If you believe the above statement, then you probably also 
share the conclusion that Chuckie O’Brien did not transport 


Hoffa in the mercury that day. 
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Author's Notes- 


My first question related to this statement was: 

Wait a minute! Then where was Chuckie O’Brien at 
between the time, he supposedly left Jax at 2:40 pm until he 
arrived at Joey Giacalone’s at 4:00 pm? That’s over an hour and a 
half clock time to drive those 30 miles (30-minute drive time) to 
Lift-All so he could return the car. 

Just as it was with the first alibi, whenever times have 
changed in the latter part of the testimony, you must also adjust 
the earlier times accordingly. It’s supposed to all add up. 
Apparently, the aim is to create time or take it away, whichever is 
most convenient, and hope one hand doesn’t notice that the other 
hand just did. Isn’t that how a magician works the audience? If 
you add some time on the front end (2:40 becomes 3:30), then 
you take some time off the back end (4:30 becomes 4:00), then 
you create the illusion of lost time. But where does it go? 

Regardless, I would recommend reading the book because 
it's not just about the details. It happens to be about a personal 
and loving relationship between a son and his father (stepfather). 
But when it comes to these particular details, they seem a bit 
skewed in Chuckie's favor over and above the factual evidence 
that's out there. That's even before you consider the Tubman 
eyewitness account. That alone refutes the statements. If truth is 
the desired output, then we can't let our biased emotions dictate 


them.

Although Jax Kar Wash 
was central to the alibi offered up by Chuckie O'Brien, there was 
no evidence to support the times he claims to have been there. On 
the contraty, there was overwhelming evidence to substantiate 
that he was NOT there that afternoon. Joseph Spitz, car wash 
managet, said, “Мо way! No way! Was either Chuckie O'Brien or 
the maroon Mercury at Jax Kar Wash that day?" (News article at 
right-Detroit Free Press August 10, 1975, Page 1 and 4). 

In testimony, O'Brien gave different times for arriving and 
departing the Jax gas station, (Goldsmith, 2019) September. It 
appears to be his signature, and the receipt was dated for July 30, 
1975. Howevet, there was no time stamp on the slip. It only 
showed $9.26 for gas. The employee who initialed the slip was 
shown a photograph of O'Brien, but she said she did not see him 
there. 

O’Brien claims he left Jax at 2:40 pm. After figuring in the 
changes that he made to the alibi, the only other stop would have 
been Lift-All on Conner Street in Detroit to return the Mercury 


back to Joey Giacalone. 
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JOSEPH SPITZ, а Hoffa 
case figure who died unex- 
pectedly Thursday night. 


Botsford General Hospital in

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BREAKING NEWS ABOUT JAX CAR WASH 

I recently contacted current Jax Car Wash co-owner, Bruce 
Milen, as I was asking for his review and approval of this chapter. 
I wanted to ask him if he could confirm or deny the information 
which I have presented here regarding Jax Kar Wash. Some of it 
was news to him, and some things were news to me. We spoke of 
out dads, Ken Tubman and his father, Jack Milen, who is the 
founder of Jax Kar wash (1953). 

I asked Bruce to describe the cleaning process if someone 
were to come in and say, “I’ve got fish blood in my car. I want 
you to clean it out before it starts to stink.” I was referring to 
Chuckie O’Brien’s proclaimed visit (or visits) on July 30, 1975. He 
enlightened me that there was a little more to that story. Joey 
Giacalone returned to Jax Kar Wash in Farmington Hills a few 
days after the disappearance of Jimmy Hoffa. Before the Mercury 
was impounded by the FBI on August 9. 

What did Joey say? “Гуе got fish blood in my саг. I want 
you to clean it out before it starts to stink.” The story never got 
any attention. Why is this significant? 

Joey Giacalone's 1975 Mercury Marquis was impounded in a 
pre-dawn raid on August 9, 1975. The FBI went over every fiber 
of the vehicle. There were three specially trained sets of scent 
tracing dogs that traced Hoffa’s scent, which was very strong in 
the rear seat. Meaning he was there for sure. The small amount 
detected in the trunk indicated Hoffa was not placed in the trunk 
of the car. They also picked up a 3” long strand of Hoffa’s hair 
(DNA tested in 2001). “Could have been there from some other 
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time Hoffa sat in the car." That was the response by O'Brien and 


Joey Giacalone. Not many are awate, but they also picked up skin 
and blood particles that belonged to Jimmy Hoffa (Also DNA 
tested later in 2001). 

Accotding to Bruce Milen, it was a few days after Hoffa's 
disappearance that Joey Giacalone brought the Mercury back in 
again for another thorough cleaning because of fish blood. Look 
at the cleaning process once again. (Next page). There should have 
been very little evidence left for the FBI to be able to extract. Yet 
they collected a strong scent, 3” long hair, particles of blood and 
skin, even after two attempts to thoroughly clean the car by 
O’Brien and Joey Giacalone. 

Jax has a very professional cleaning process, so they would 
have done their most complete cleaning job. Especially if 
someone comes in with a fishy smell problem. So, if Hoffa was 
ever in the car before July 30, 1975. The number of times would 
have been minimal since this was a brand new 1975 Mercury in 
mid-1975. If O'Brien had it thoroughly cleaned out at 2:20 pm on 
July 30, as claimed, then there would have been little chance that 
hair, blood, skin, and even Hoffa's scent would still be present 
from a previous time in the car. There would be a fresh new 
canvas, so to speak. This was done BEFORE Hoffa was seen 
seated in the back of the Mercury an hour later. It's even more 
amazing there was any evidence at all after the Mercury was 
cleaned, vacuumed and shampooed again. This was just a few days 
after Hoffa had the fight of his life on July 30, and right before the 
Mercury was impounded. The trace evidence they collected

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8B- LOUIS LINTEAU and his 3:30 claim regarding Jimmy 


Hoffa's call time- 

According to the HOFFEX interviewer’s comments, there 
was a lot to say about the 3:30 time given by Louis Linteau. They 
had several critical problems with Linteaus' claim and knew it was 
wrong from the start. And they had the proof to debunk it. 

Linteau told the FBI that he had returned to ASL at 3:05 pm 
(which 1s also off), and soon after, he returned made a phone call 
to the local #299. It was tracked down to a Mr. Thomas Carson, 
who was the supervisor at Detroit Metropolitan Airport. It was as 
he was on that call with Carson that Linteau said he received the 
Hoffa call. Thomas Carson remembered the call distinctly and said 
it was teally close to 2:30 pm. He said he distinctly heard a girl in 
the background announce to Linteau that “Hoffa is on the other 
line for you." That's when he checked his watch and ended the 
call with Linteau. 

Linteau told the FBI that it was Elmer Reeves who told him 
Hoffa was on the other line and it was 3:30 pm. Isn't that the 
other witness that also supported Linteau before the grand jury in 
September. I have heard Elmer's voice, in a Hoffa documentary, 
and it certainly doesn't sound ‘girlish’ to me at all. It pretty deep 
and a very masculine tone. Carson clearly said it was a female 
voice that said, “Hoffa is on the other line." 

The other witness is a silent witness. It was the Michigan Bell 
Telephone Company. The FBI obtained the phone records for 
ASL to see when the calls were made and received on the 


statement. Carson’s call was at 2:35 pm, just before the next call, 
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which was Hoffa's call in the same time frame. There were no 


other calls in or out besides the two during that time. 


-ASL Phone records & person called: 

Linteau says he returned to ASL around 3:05 pm. However, 
he also says that after he returned, he made a phone call to Local 
299 from ASL. (Pg. 13-HOFFEX). According to Michigan Bell 
Telephone records, it shows that the phone call from ASL to 


Local 299 was made at 2:35 pm. 


-Thomas Carson denies 3:30 call time by Linteau 

THOMAS САКЅОМ- the individual Linteau admits talking 
to was a Supervisor at Detroit Metropolitan Airport who said the 
call was really close to 2:30 pm. Carson said that while he was 
speaking with Linteau, he overheard a female telling Linteau that 
“Hoffa was on the other line.” Many of the other employees at 
ASL also did not confirm the later time of 3:30 by Linteau. Elmer 
Reeves testified that he was the one who announced the call from 


Hoffa to Linteau. 


-FBI Comments: 

“Linteau’s memory is bad, either genuinely or by design. 
Linteau also holds all his employees at ASL under his tight 
control, to such a degree that, as one employee has told, “They 


will say anything that LINTEAU tells them to." 


Jimmy Hoffa called Linteau just after he called his wife, 
Josephine. It was made at 2:15 pm 
Josephine was called first from the payphone at Dammon 


Hardware behind the Red Fox. She attests to it being at 2:15 pm. 
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It was immediately after that he made the call to Linteau. (2:35 


pm). Now, think about how angry and upset Jimmy Hoffa was 
over the no-shows to the meeting. His wife said he was hopping 
mad. Then he told her he was on his way home to grill the steaks 
as Jimmy promised her when he left the house that morning. 
Given Jimmy Hoffa’s anxious frustration, explain why Hoffa 
would then hang out in the parking lot and just relax for another 
60-minutes before making his final call to Linteau at 3:30 pm? 


Again, it just doesn’t add up the way Linteau figures.

-Linteau claims it was 3:30 pm when the phone call came 
into ASL from Hoffa. 

Louis Linteau was a former enemy of Hoffa before they 
became friends. He went to see Jimmy Hoffa on July 26, 1975. He 
was told all about the meeting arrangements with Tony Giacalone, 
Tony Provenzano, and Leonard Schultz that was set up for 2:00 
pm at the Machus Red Fox on Wednesday, July 30, 1975. He was 
not asked to attend the meeting at that time, but Hoffa wanted 
him to be there as the meeting approached the date. 

The night before the July 30 meeting, Louis Linteau called 
Jimmy and asked what he had planned for the next day. Acting 
almost oblivious to the meeting that he should have been well 
aware of. Hoffa told Linteau, “Nothing except for the meeting at 
2:00 at the Red Fox.” They had spoken about it just a few days

Phone records show call to Local #299 went out at 2:35. Carson overhears 
a girl in background say “Hoffa is on other line.” (HOFFEX Pg 14) 
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On July 30 at 1:10 pm, Linteau and his associate Cynthia 


Green left ASL together for some errands. They went to the bank, 
stopped for lunch, and Cynthia stopped at a store. They both 
returned to ASL right after that. He approximated the return time 
as 3:00 pm. (disproven). He was told Hoffa had stopped by at 
1:30. The time doesn’t align with the other events.

Author's Notes- 
You can add back the misplaced one hour surrendered to the 
Linteau hoax.

It’s an established fact that six witnesses saw Jimmy Hoffa at the

In the next HOFFEX memo clip (Pgs. 19-20), you will 
notice the six witnesses who all saw Jimmy Hoffa at The Machus 
Red Fox. And five witnesses spoke with Jimmy Hoffa between 
2:00 and 2:45 pm. 

What makes the witnesses who shook Hoffa’s hand from 
2:25-2:30 most ‘reliable and certain,’ was that they repeated 
information Hoffa mentioned that was not known by the general 
public. Only Jimmy Hoffa himself could have revealed that his 
wife, Josephine, was about to undergo cataract surgery. 

The time frame for the final Hoffa sightings was from 2:30 
to 2:45 at the latest. Most witnesses zeroed in on the 2:30 pm 


time, however. The only problem noted by the agents was that 
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there were no eyewitnesses to the car after it pulled out from the 
Red Fox driveway and turned onto Telegraph Road. 

That 1s what makes the Tubman account extraordinarily 
significant. The Tubman testimony matches up precisely with all 
other reliable accounts about Hoffa, the Mercury, the time of day, 
and the other three men in the car. Even how the car veered as it 
hastily exited the Red Fox driveway and turned onto Telegraph 
Road. 

The Tubmans reveal several more details that shed light on 
what was previously unknown to the FBI and the general public. 
The positive identification of the driver of the car, the car itself, 
the Raleigh House, the waiting Central Sanitation truck, and even 
a detailed description of the kitchen layout at The Raleigh House. 
It all leads us further down the trail to where and how he was 
killed. I honestly think it answers the questions concerning what 
happened to Hoffa's body after he was murdered. 

There was also at least one eyewitness who saw Chuckie 
O’Brien at the Red Fox seated in the car. Of course, the Tubman's 
identification was not yet known. That would have made three

Jimmy Hoffa was definitely inside the 1975 Mercury Marquis 

Although the Tubmans did not see Jimmy Hoffa poking up 
from the flooring, the description of the two men and the 
commotion going on in the rear seat were telltale signs about what 
was happening. Their hands and body movements and the 
positions of their legs and knees, strongly indicate that something 
highly unusual was happening beneath their feet on the floor of 
the vehicle. Something or someone was fighting desperately to get 
up from the floorboards. The extreme activity shows they were 
struggling against something big and powerful. It most definitely 
was not a 16 Ib. Salmon. 

What may have caused O’Brien to veer as he sped out from 
the driveway, may have been because Jimmy Hoffa had caught on 
to the idea that this was a ‘hit? on him. So, he would have either 
tried to get out of the car or begun to resist. The man from the 
passenger seat had to have jumped over the bench seat and into 
the back, to help the other man in getting Hoffa down onto the 
floor. For ten minutes (5 miles), the struggle would continue as 
the Tubmans looked on. In the driveway of the Red Fox, there 
wete four men, two in front and two in back. 

By the time the Tubmans sighted them on Telegraph 
moments later, the man who was next to O'Brien in the front was 
now in the back, with the other man. Both were extremely busy 
trying to keep Hoffa down on the floor, as only two were visible 
above the window line of sight. (Per Tubman). The car had an 
opening between the two front seatbacks. That would make it easy 


for a man to get into the back-seat area without any difficulty. 
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8C- Was Hoffa driven to The Raleigh House? 


The Raleigh House in Southfield was favored as the pre-eminent 
facility and banquet hall for hosting, because of its size, quality of food, 
and proximity to the freeways. They catered to many business events, 
weddings, bar-mitzvahs, and proms. Even my own high school prom was 
held there, (Oak Park High School-Class of *69). But on the darker side, 
The Raleigh House had been known for having direct ties to organized 
crime and The Purple Gang, or Jewish Mafia in Detroit. Raleigh House 
owner, Sammy Leiberman, was a known associate of the Mob. The 
Teamsters and other groups held many of their functions in one of the 
banquet rooms, as it was well suited for the intended purpose, the Hofta 
hit. 

It would be imperative to have a trusted location that was very close 
to The Machus Red Fox. It was conveniently close to the freeways. The 
Raleigh House was only 5 miles away from The Red Fox, which made for 
an ideal setting. It was two blocks from 696, or Northwestern Highway, 
which would be the route for O’Brien to quickly leave the Raleigh House 
and take him back to Detroit and Trumbull Avenue. 

The owner of the Raleigh House, Sam ‘Sammy’ Leiberman, was very 
friendly to the mob and had close affiliations with The Purple Gang of 
Detroit for many yeats. The newly remodeled kitchen was designed for 
the most efficient handling of meat, which had to be butchered according 
to Kosher tradition. 'This was why the Raleigh House was a favotite 
among the Jewish clientele in the Southfield and Oak Park area. 

I'm not trying to be gruesome, but it would be well suited to dispose 
of a body that was murdered on the premises. The kitchen was equipped 
with two massive meat cutting band saws, it had all-stainless-steel tables 


and a central floor drain to catch the runoff. It was not a regular restaurant 
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that was open for business all the time. It was a banquet hall and would 


only be open for business when it had an event scheduled. My father 
commented that The Raleigh House was closed as they were passing by at 
atound 2:45-3:00 pm on July 30, 1975. 

The most ironic thing that hits me now is knowing how my father 
was. He was a dedicated workaholic. He most certainly would have been 
at the Raleigh House that day and every day, as the general manager. 
Perhaps he would have been the one to unlock and open the kitchen or 
back door to Hoffa and the men who brought him there. Instead, Ken 
Tubman was looking on at a short distance from across Telegraph Road, 
seeing this event take place. In other words, instead of being directly 
involved behind The Raleigh House, he was an eyewitness to it from a 


much safer distance.

-Leiberman sold the restaurant on January 31, 1978, it was 
replaced with a multi-level office building. 
-JAMES JOSEPH-General Manager at the time (July 1975). 
-FBI AGENTS Investigate the Raleigh House on two dates: 
September 22, and September 29, 1975. 
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“FBI Checking Tip Hoffa Disappeared at Raleigh House.” 


In a newspaper article: October 3, 1975, Detroit Free Press- 
(Pgs. 1-A, 12-A). (Article compiled by Detroit Free Press staff 
writers: Jo Thomas, Ralph Orr, Remer Tyson, Billy Bowles, and 
Fred Girard). “Тһе most reliable tip the FBI had so far." 
Although the FBI got what they called “Те most reliable tip, so 
far,” and visited the Raleigh House within weeks of the 
disappearance. They went there on September 22 and 29, 1975. 
They interviewed employees and management. They went through 
the dumpster that was sitting there in back-but that would have 
been at least three dumpster-pick-ups since August 1, the next 
scheduled service after July 30. 

Another critical factor about the way the dumpster was set up 
is that it was only accessible from inside the restaurant. There was 
a trash compactor, and from there, a conveyor to the only opening 
of the dumpster there was. The other story about someone seeing 
a black Lincoln pulling up to it at mid-night of July 30 and tossing 
what looked like a body into it. That couldn’t have happened 
when you already know the dumpster was NOT accessible from 
the exterior. It was covered and could only be fed from within the 
restaurant. 

US Organized crime task force director Robert Ozer 
commented, “Information concerning the Raleigh House has 
come to us in a good, usable fashion. We’re prepared to go 
forward with it to wherever it might take us.” The FBI swarmed 
the Raleigh House as early as September 22, 1975 and returned a 
second time on September 29. It describes the series of dining 


rooms and corridors, one leading to the trash compactor. The 
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compactor the FBI inspected behind the building was not going 


to produce any evidence as it was never used in the murder or 
disposal of the body. There were at least four service pick-ups 
(each Friday), and bin changeouts since August 1. 

There was no mention of the elaborate butcher shop and kitchen 
anywhere in this article. The manager of the Raleigh House was 
questioned, along with several of the employees. None were under 
suspicion. General Manager James Joseph, (The manager's job that Ken 
Tubman turned down in 1974) cooperated with FBI questioning. It was 
James Joseph who said, “This (compactor) is fed from the inside. There is 
no way anybody could get at it from the outside.” But the compactor 
would not need to be used to destroy the remains either. -I worked with 
my father as a storage-room clerk (Shenandoah Country Club/Bloomfield 
Hills, MI). 

I know that the rear doors to a restaurant are always kept locked for 
secutity reasons. So, nobody can bust in and rob the restaurant. From a 
management perspective, it was also so an employee can't lug expensive 
meat ог food items out the door to their car while no one is looking; 
Someone would have opened the rear door for the men to allow them 
entrance to the building and kitchen. 

I also know from my work experience, that the kitchen 15 almost 
always adjacent to the rear delivery door. That provides for easy access to 
food deliveries and food storage during busy kitchen periods. The 
dumpster may be further away as it attracts flies, and that's not conducive 
to food preparation. It was likely located on the opposite corner of the 


building from the Kitchen. 
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The Central Sanitation Truck- 


At approximately 2:45-3:00 pm, according to what the 
Tubmans observed, the maroon Mercury pulled up behind the 
Raleigh House building (right rear corner and extended 2/3 car 
length beyond) the building. The Tubmans had slowed way down 
and were both looking in the direction of the car. Off to the right 
of where the vehicle had come to rest was a parked garbage truck. 
Ken noticed it as the same company that used to service Darby's 
Restaurant in Detroit when he had worked there. (Tri-County ог 
Central Sanitation). 

The truck driver was sitting in the front seat, not actively 
doing anything except waiting, it appeared. It happened to be 
parked within yards of where the car was stopped. I'm sure the 
truck driver knew precisely where he was supposed to be parked. 

The regularly scheduled dumpster pick-up for The Raleigh 
House was not supposed to be until two days later on Friday, 
August 1, 1975. It makes perfect sense that the sole purpose of 
the special assignment for the truck was to collect the lifeless body 
of Jimmy Hoffa and remove that evidence from the premises to 
avoid detection. Central Sanitation Services, Inc. 8215 Moran, 
Hamtramck, (Detroit) was incorporated the year before on June 
19, 1974, by Quasarano, Peter Vitale, and Ronald Roxburgh (Son 
of George Roxburgh-of Local 299). Roxburgh was President, and 
Michael Bricker was Vice President of CS. The Central Sanitation 
yard also had an incinerator used to burn items. The facility was 
burned to the ground in March of 1976, within 8 or 9 months 
from Hoffa’s abduction. That was just before the FBI planned to 


swoop down on the site and search for Hoffa’s remains. When the 
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FBI got too close while investigating the Hoffa disappearance, the 


owners figured they better not take any chances. 


What happened to Hoffa's Body? 

Here is one expert's opinion: 

James Buccellato is a Senior lecturer in criminology at 
Detroit's Wayne State University, author, and host of the Original 
Gangsters podcast. Buccellato states he “doesn't buy any of the 
stories that Hoffa's body was shipped back to the East Coast or 
even to the suburbs of Detroit. From conversations with FBI 
agents who worked the case, Buccellato believes the body was 
most likely cremated in a mob-owned incinerator just miles from 
the restaurant where Hoffa was last seen alive." 

A profoundly accurate summation for Buccellato to make, even 
without having the Tubman testimony in hand. 

If the FBI were more thorough in the Raleigh House lead, they 
would have surely interviewed all possible garbage truck drivers who 
worked that day and for the week afterward. To my knowledge, no 


dtivers were ever questioned. 


KEY QUESTION: Who was the driver of the Central Sanitation 
truck on July 30, 1975? 

This was not a regularly scheduled pick-up for the driver. It was a 
Wednesday, and the regular day was Fridays. Since I was 24-years old in 
1975, I would think a sanitation truck driver would have been about the 
same age or not very much older. That means the person would likely 
still be around to come forward about his/her unusual work-day. 

It would be etched into that driver's memory bank, much the same 
as it was for Frances Tubman after the news broke that Hoffa was 


missing. The obvious connection would have become clear as well.

You know what they say about opinions, among other things, 
evetybody's got one. Don't take mine on as your own. Do the research 
and agree or disagree, that's your privilege. Everyone has that right, 
including me. You must remember that nobody has been charged with 
anything, that includes Mr. O'Brien. A court of law has never charged or 
convicted anyone else as well. So, everything out there and here is 


considered circumstantial evidence. 


А summary of The Author's Opinion - 

I believe James К. Hoffa got into the maroon 1975 Mercury Marquis 
Brougham with three other men. The reason he got into the car was that 
it made sense. Obrien was now the primary aide to Tony Giacalone 
(Uncle Tony’). So, it would seem perfectly natural to Hoffa that he would 
be the one driving the car to the actual meeting down the street. The 
Mercury made sense because it belonged to a Giacalone as well. The 
meeting being moved to another location was probably typical when an 
important meeting was to take place. The Raleigh House was used for 
many other ‘official business meetings. 

Hoffa did not expect the meeting to take place inside the Red Fox, 
he was well aware of the dress code requiring a coat and tie for dining 
guests. He was dressed casually that afternoon. The other two men with 
O’Brien were suspected of having been one or two of the following: Sal 
Briguglio or his brother, Gabriel. Both brothers were closely associated 
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with Provenzano. Or another strong candidate was 96/ ‘Billy Jack’ 


Giacalone. Vito was present at the July 26 strategy session to prepare for 
this meeting on July 30 and was a usual attendant at meetings with Hoffa 
and his brother, Tony. 

Hoffa and O’Brien had a rift going on since November of 1974. 
Some have considered that as the reason Hoffa would refuse to get into 
the Mercury with O’Brien. However, O'Brien remarried a month earlier, 
and Hoffa Jr. said that Hoffa was trying to smooth things over. He made 
several calls to O’Brien but was not able to connect. He would have been 
amicable by then and not hesitant to be seated behind Chuckie. 

Therefore, Jimmy would have had no apprehension about O’Brien 
being included in the trio inside the Mercury. O’Brien, on the other hand, 
was setting up new relationships with Fitzsimmons and Uncle Tony, 
which he appreciated a bit more than Hoffa. Hoffa was holding him back, 
and Fitz was supplying what O'Brien had been asking for and granted his 
wishes to relocate to Florida. 

O’Brien would get a considerable bump in salary from $45k in 
Detroit, to $880k in his new position as union head in Florida. Everyone 
knew Hoffa had become a pain in the neck to the mob, and O'Brien 
didn't help by spreading the word that ‘Hoffa was a snitch. He was going 
to rat out the Mafia and Fitzsimmons, and the illegal use of pension funds, 
making a deal with the feds, so he could run for the 1976 presidential 
campaign. 

It could be that once Hoffa sat behind O’Brien that he began to 
sense something was amiss. One witness said they saw him having words 
with the driver, and it looked like an argument was going on. The car idled 
in the side drive of the Machus Red Fox briefly, as O’Brien and another 


man sat in the front seat, and Hoffa sat in the rear car seat with another 
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тап, The Mercury then began to pull out of the side driveway. A delivery 


truck driver was entering at the same time and neatly collided with the 
Mercuty. He positively named Jimmy Hoffa as seated in the back with 
three other men. He noticed a grey blanket lying on the seat between 
Hoffa and the other man and the shape of what looked like a shotgun 
(not the whole gun), underneath the grey blanket. When the FBI 
impounded the Mercuty on August 9, they also retrieved a 12-gauge 
shotgun with the imprint “For Law Enforcement Only” on it. 

Perhaps as the Mercury began to pull out from the Red Fox, it was at 
that moment that Hoffa became extremely anxious about the purpose of 
the ride. I would imagine he was in fight or flight mode. Hoffa may have 
even tried to exit the vehicle as the man sitting in front passenger seat 
leaped over the seatback and jumped into the rear seat compartment. He 
had to get into the back seat to help the other man in subduing Jimmy 
Hoffa. That would explain why the car was veering as it exited and how 
Frances Tubman described it as it pulled out as well. That was initially 
caught her eye. It was the erratic driving as it had pulled out of the 
driveway and pulled up close behind the Tubmans. 

This is where the Tubman’s eyewitness account picks up on the 
travels of the Mercury. Their account fills in new and valuable 
information. 

By the time O’Brien completed his right turn onto Telegraph Road 
and pulled up tight behind the Tubmans car, both men were in the back 
seat with Jimmy Hoffa pressed down onto the floor. Hoffa was not visible 
from this point. All three men were struggling violently in the back-seat 
compartment. Hofta’s doctor said he was healthy and “Strong as an ox 
and would fight tooth and nail to his death, should anyone try to kill him.” 
It would be no easy task to try to contain him. Jimmy Hoffa would be

pushed down by the two big men using their hands, arms, and legs. Their 


knees would be shoved up high into their chests while using both their 
hands and every ounce of strength they had to restrain Hoffa. As the 
photo depicts, there is a hump in the middle of the rear seat compartment, 
Hoffa's body must have been straddled over the hump, and his buttocks 
on top of it, facing up. 

‘The man seated closest to the Tubmans, would try to work on the 
legs and feet, as the other man to his right, tried to hold Hoffa's arms and 
hands or tried to use the strap he was holding to strangle Hoffa. Frances 
said the man on the far right was holding a rope or strap in one hand 
while trying to hold something down on the floor. 

When O’Brien pulled the Mercury up alongside the Tubman car and 
was traveling at the same rate of speed for several minutes, I wonder what 
he was thinking. He did that twice during the 4.9-mile journey. He drove 
neck and neck, and instead of looking away, as you’d expect, he was 
having a stating contest with Frances. 

I wonder what could have been going on in his mind. Ken and 
Frances wondered as well. They had no clue that Hoffa was what the men 
were struggling with. Frances said they didn’t feel threatened by it, and 
nothing was happening that made them feel afraid during the drive down 
Telegraph Road. But it was so strange. Why would the driver be so 
interested in them that he would glare at them? That’s what caused all the 
curiosity in Frances and Ken Tubman. 

Even though Ken had recognized who the driver was, and said 
“Don’t look, Frances. That's Chuckie O’Brien.” Frances asked, Who's 
Chuckie O’Brien?” Ken replied, That's the Mafia. Do you want to end 
up in the Detroit River?" She couldn't resist her curiosity and continued 
watching and stating. 
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This was the third and final time the paths of Jimmy Hoffa and 


Kenneth Tubman would cross. 

The two vehicles were within a few feet from each other most of 
the distance from The Red Fox to the Raleigh House. As the Mercury 
sped up ahead, and Ken slowed down to create some distance, the 
Tubmans saw the final destination of Jimmy Hoffa. The Central 
Sanitation truck, which had already positioned itself next to the very spot 
where the Mercury came to rest. Behind the right rear comer and sticking 
out about 2/3 car length beyond the building. The whole story about the 
fate of Jimmy Hoffa is told in the components of the Tubman eyewitness 
account, as detailed in the pages of this book and the linked video 
(Chapter 6). 

As I have shown earlier, it's ironic that my father would witness the 
final fate of Jimmy Hoffa at the Raleigh House. And instead of my father, 
Ken Tubman, greeting the afternoon guests at the rear door to the Raleigh 


House, he was seeing it at a safe distance from across the road. 
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Short Question & Answers- 
О: What time did the Mercury arrive at The Raleigh House? 
А: 3:00 to 3:15 pm The Tubmans arrived in Westland at 4:00 pm. 
The drive-time from the Raleigh House was 45-minutes. 


О: What did O’Brien do after getting to the Raleigh House? 

А: I believe his job was completed as agreed. After Hoffa was out of the 
Mercuty, O'Brien was sent packing. 

- He went from the Raleigh House two blocks away to the 696 Freeway, 
(Northwestern Hwy.), and returned the car to Joey Giacalone, and then 
was dropped off at 2801 Trumbull by 4:30 pm. 

- 3:00 to 3:15 pm. Would be when O’Brien left the Raleigh House within 
minutes of his arrival. 

- It also coincides entirely within the 30-40-minute drive time from The 
Raleigh House to Conner Street in Detroit, for an arrival time of 
approximately 4:00 at Lift-All, just as Joey Giacalone prescribes. 

- The other men, possibly including others perhaps already there, removed 
Hoffa, still alive, and escorted him into the Kitchen area, adjacent to the 
reat door. And I won't elaborate on the gruesome details about what 
happened between the kitchen and the Central Sanitation truck 


conveniently parked outside the kitchen door. 


Q: What happened next? 

A: The smaller remains were placed into the back of the Central Sanitation 
truck. Without having to involve the driver, then the driver went ahead to 
the Hamtramck facility for final disposition. Hoffa’s remains would then 
be either incinerated and/or bulldozed over. The Hamtramck facility had 
burnt to the ground in March of 1976 when the FBI obtained a search 


warrant and were about to exercise it.

There is nothing righteous about 
standing up in defense of lies. The love he had for the Hoffa family may 
have been for real, but it was less important to him than his own pride in 
keeping it a secret.

Truth is reality and justice. Without it, we cannot experience inner peace. 
We cannot obtain the happiness and joy that comes with it. If facing truth 
convicts us, that's because ‘truth’ is the conviction that follows justice. We 
cannot outsmatt it or cover it up with lies. Truth is all-powerful and always 


finds its way to the surface. 


That is the reason why I wrote this book. 
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As the FBI summarized in the Hoffa files in a 
report dated Oct. 31, 1975: 
the Detroit LCN family - La Cosa Nostra, or the mob. 
“All sources believe that Hoffa's disappearance is directly connected 
with his attempts to regain power within the Teamsters Union, 
which would possibly have an effect on the ПСМ з control and manipulation 
of Teamster Pension Funds. 
The sources indicate further that even though Hoffa 
cooperated with them on Teamster loans, Fitzsimmons is also cooperating 
and, as such, the LCN would want to maintain conditions as they are. 
It has been rumored among sources that Hoffa while attempting 
to gain control of the Teamsters, may have provided information to the 
Government in exchange for a favorable decision concerning the lifting of 
his Union restrictions.” The FBI never proved this or any other theory. But, 
as the Hoffa files reveal, it was not for lack of effort. 
The agency pursued virtually every tip and tidbit in its early investigation, 
which yielded only a paltry amount of hard evidence, 
but plenty of speculation. 


Much of both centered around one man: “Chuckie O’Brien.”
